BIOGRAt»HIGAL PREFACE. 



In palling through dherfon, on niy way to 
Conftantlnople, I had the happinefs to form- 
'an intimate acquaintance widb the Count* 
Suworow, ind to pafs fotne mbnths at his^ 
houfe* Of fuch aft 6ppbrtuliity I dili- 
gently 'availed myfelf, to obtain authentic' 
accounts of every circumftance that was 
conne6Ved with his military career 5 and I 
colle(5Ved them Hot only from the oral re- 
lation of feveral perfons who were witneffes 
of his glorious exploits, but from his own 
perfonal communications. As to the parti-' 
cular details, I have fmce compared them 
with, and reftificd them by, official reports. 

b 4 but, 
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But, however interefting it might be to 
ppflefs the moft minute circumftances of 
the private life of a man, whofe name fills 
fo large a fpace in the page of hiftory, it is 
my^ oflfcc to give no more than a general 
outline of it. 

The family of Suworow was originally 
from Sweden, and of a noble defcent. The 
lirft of this name fettled in Ruffia, the 
latter end of the lafl: century^ ajid,, having 
engaged in the wars againft the Tartars and 
the Poles were rewarded by the Czars of 
that period, with lands and peafents. 

Bafil Suworow> the father of the field- 
marflfial, was the §odfon of Peter I. He 
was held in high eftimation for his po- 
litical knowledge, as well as extenfive eru- 
dition; and enjoyed, at his death, the two- 
fold rank of general and fenator, 

Alex- 
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Alexander Bafilowiiich Suworow, the hero 
of'thia wor^k, and of Europe, was born in the 
year i7;jo. ' His father had deftined him for 
the robe j but his earlier inclinations injjelleA 
him to the profeffion of a foldiers and the 
fame fpirit has condufted him through a 
long and unrivaled career of glory,, to at- 
tain th^ diftinguiflied- rank of field-marlhal^ 
and, after having conquered for his- country, 
to conquer for Europe. 

It is th? cuftom for the fons of perfbnsof, 
diftinflion, in Ruffia, to be enrolled in tlie 
army at a very early age; fometimes, within 
a year after their birth. ^ But the . young 
Suworow had attained twelve years before 
his name was, fortunately for his country, 
infcribed on the military roll of the Ruffian 
arijiy. He remained, however, at home for 
a few years, in order to complete his educa- 
tion, under the fuperintendance of a father, 
who was fb well qualified to conduft it. 

* from 
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Frotn his earlicft youth he was enamour'ed 
of the fciences 5 and improved himfelf iii 
them. Cornelius Nepos was a favourite 
Claffic i and he read, with great avidity and 
ittention, the hiftories of thofe renowned 
captains, Txltenne and Moriteciiculi. But 
Caefar and Charles XII. were the heroes 
ivhotA he moft admited, and whofe aftivity 
and coufage became the favourite objefts of 
his imitation. Hiftory and philofophy had 
great attraflioris for him^ he ftudied the 
firft in RoUin and Hubner, and tlie lecoiid 
in Wolf and Leibnitz. 

He IS mafter of the principal part of the 
European languages* He fpeaks and writes 
both German and French, as if they were 
his native tongues. * He is alfo well ac- 
qiiainted with thofe of Italy and Moldavia,

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. I^otwithftanding his age, his long and la- 
borious marches, which form an enormous 
Aggregate of fix thoufaad German miles 
(equal to twenty thoufand' of Englilh mea- 
fore) ; notwithftanding his wounds and mi- 
litiy toils ; Suworow ftill preferves the 
gaiety of youth. He is free from all cor- 
poreal weaknefs and infirmity -, a circum- 
ftance which muft be attributed to the hardy 
habits of his life, his robuft conftitution, 
and rigid temperance. Diftinfl asb he is, 
in the more Itriking features of his charac- 
ter, from the common race of men; that 
difference is flben to prevail, even in his 
ordinary tranfaflions, in his mode of livings 
and the diftribution of Yh time. 

He rifes about four in the morning, botb 
ki winter and fiimmer,, ia town, and in the 
country. His bed is not contrived by art to 
indulge the effeminate voluptuary, it is not 
made of down, or furrounded with filken 
curtains, but is formed of the firaple mate* 

rials 
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rials of nature, which afford, to the pcafant, 
fatigued with labour, the refreftmig fweets 
of fleep. A heap of frefh hay fufficientljr 
elevated, and fcattered into confiderabk 
breadth, is his humble couch. A white ih?et 
is fpread over it, with a cufhjon fpr his pilf 
low, and hi§ cloak for a coverlid. He ge^ 
nerallyfleeps without body linen; and, in 
fummer, he paffes his day and night in a 
tent in his garden. 

It is not to be fuppofed that the toilet 6c^ 
-cupies any portion of liis time ; but when he 
is not on a6live fervice, he is clean in his 
perfon, and frequently wafhes himfelf in the 
courfe of the day, He confines his drefs to 
an uniform, and a kind of clofe Jacfket, called 
a gurtka : but robes de chanjbre, and riding 
coats, are banifhed from his wardrobe, and 
he never fuffers the indulgence of gloves, or 
a peliffe, but when a winter's march compels 
him tP ufe them. 

After 
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After his breakfaft, which coHfifts of tesu 
he walks, for an hour, by way of exercife, 
and then fits ferioufly down to the officii 
duties pf the day. He reads letters and re- 
pprts, diftributes the neceflary orders, and 
cpntinues, without relaxgitiop, his profef- 
fional occupations tilj nopn. fie diftatep 
fuch alterations as he thinks neceflary to be 
made in the various difpatches which are 
prefented to his inlpeflionj and he will 
fometjmes. write tl^em hipifelf. His ftyle is 
manly and concife -, ^nd fo correal is he in 
the choice of his expreflions, that he is neA^er 
known to efface them, 

The hour of his dinner is irregular, and 
varies from nine to twelve -^ and, during his 
repaft, he is frequently communicative and 
full of vivacity : his table generally confift^ 
of about twenty covers ; but he is himfelf ;4 
^ rare example of temperance, and obferves th? 
fafts of the Greek church with th^ moft un- 
devjating rigour. Jiiimediat^y after his din- 
ger, 
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ner, he pafles a few hours in fleep, and fup- 
per is not a meal with him. 

He knows little of the amufements and 
paftimes which luxury has invented, and laf- 
litude demands, to quicken the pace, or re- 
lieve the burthen, of time. 

His principal occupation, and, at the fame 
time, his favourite diverfion, is war and its 
duties. However fevere he may be with his 
foldiers, whether in their difcipline and 
manoeuvres, or the incredible marches (fome- 
times of ten German miles a day), by which 
he has given fuch eclat and effeft to his cam- 
paigns, they all regard him with an affe6lion 
which borders on idolatry ; and under his 
command they are infpired with a courage 
that renders them invincible : but whether 
they are engaged in the hurry of a campaign, 
or enjoying the repofe of winter quarters, 
their neceflary wants and appropriate com.- 
8 forts 
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forts arc the conftant objcfls of his protect- 
ing attention* 

The fmall portion of leiiure which he en- 
joys is devoted to reading. But as the mili- 
tary fcicnce has long been, and continues 
to be, the fole obje6t of his regard, thofe 
authors'of every nation, who inveftigate, il- 
luftrate, or improve it, cngrofs his literary 
attentions. He does not, however, negleft 
to get information of what is paffing in the 
world, from the communications affoi^ed 
by the journals and gazettes of foreign 
countries. 

He diflikes all public entertainments ; 
tliough when any particular circumftance 
leads him thither, he appears to partake, and 
endeavours to promote the general pleafure. 
He will fometimes even dance and play at 
cards, though very rarely indeed, and merely 
that he may not interrupt the etiquette of 
public manners. 

VOL.1. c His 
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His father bequeathed him a, coniidcfabljBi 
property, which the grateful bounty of the^ 
emprefs, has confiderably augmented; though 
he conftantly refufed ajl prefents, in money 
or land, till the intereft of his children coul4 ' 
be benefited by fuch gratifications. He en^ 
trufts the adminiftration of hi? private affairs 
to others -, and pofTefTes none of thofe baubles . 
which the rich too generally regard, as con-, 
tributing to the enjoyment and plejifujre of 
life, IJe h^s neither villa, por plate, nor 
equipage, nor liveried fervant§, nor pictures, 
nor rare poUeftions, As ^ warrior, he has 
np fixed habitation; he contents himfelf , 
with whatever he finds, requires nothing but 
what abfolute neqeffity demands, and which 
may be tranfported with eafe fropa one place 
tP another. It is slfo ?mong the fingular, 
though unimportant circumftances pf his 
life, that he has not m^de i^fe of z look^ 
ing-glafs for twenty years, or, during that . 
period,, encumbered his perfpn with either 
watch or money. 
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With fefped to his charafter, he is a man 
of 1 the moft incorraptible probity, immove* 
able in his puq)ofes, and inviolable in his. 
promifes. Nor do thefe fturdy. virtues dif- 
qualify him from poflefling the moft en- 
gaging manners. . He is continually ftriving 
to moderate a violence of temper> which he 
has not beeii able to extinguifh. An efFer- 
vefcent ipirit of impatience continues to pre- 
dominate in his charafter; and it, perhaps, 
never happened, that the execution of any of 
his orders has been equal to the rapidity of 
his wifhes. 

He is fincerely religious, not from enthufi- 
afm, but from principle; and takes every 
opportunity of attending the offices of public 
devotion: nay, when circumftances aftbrd 
him the opportunity, he will, on Sundays 
and feftivals, deliver lefhires on fubjefts of* 
piety, to thofe whom duty calls to an attend- 
ance upon him. 

The 
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The love of his country, and the ambition 
to contend in arms for its glory, are the 
powerful and predominant emotions of his 
indefatigable life, and to them, like the an- 
cient Romans, he facrifices every other fen-^ 
timent, and confecrates, without referve, all 
the faculties of his nature. 

His military career has been one long, 
uniform courfe of fuccefs and triumph, pro- 
duced by his cnterprizing courage, and ex- 
traordinary prefence of mind, by his per- 
fonal intrepidity and promptitude of execu-^ 
tion, by the rapid and unparalled movements 
of his armies, and by their perfeft alfurancc 
of viftory, in fighting under his banners. 

Such is the private life and charafter of 
Suworow : his public aftions are difplayed in. 
the fucceeding volumes,

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ENTRANCE OF SUWOHOW. INTO TH£ ARMY} 
ANP HIS FIRST CAMPAIGN AGAIl^^.T THB 
PRUSSIANS, IN THE SEVEN YEAR* WAR. . 

Count Alexander Suworow-Rymnildki 
began his military career as a private foldkr. 
In 1742^ he was enrolled as a fufiled: in the 
guards of SeimOnoW* In i747i.h^.fcrvedas 
a corporal j two years after h6 obtained hmt 
farther advancement, which was foon fol- 
lowed by his promotion to the rank of fer- 
jeant. During this^ period^ he .was employed 
VOL. i« a » 
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as a courier in Poland and Germany. In 
1754, he quitted the guards with the brevet 
of lieutenai;t of the army. In 1756, he had 
the conduft of the provifions; was after- 
wards lieutenant to the. auditor-general, and 
appointed to the command of Memel, with 
the raiS of' lieutenant-colonel.* '" * ' 

He made his firft campaign, in the feven 
years war againft thePruffians, in 1759; and 
entered upon aftiial fervice under Prince 
Wolgonfki, and attended:^ as fenior <^cer 
en duty, 4051^ the €Gttnmander-in-Chief Count 
Fefraoi", who, admiring the confummate re- 
folution which he appeared to poffefs, fa- 
voiired h^m with his particular coh£^denc«. 
He was. alio at theba4;tk;of Runnerfitori^, 
sM at thi capture of B^Un, by 'tefttl^i^ben } 
but, otilthefepccaficttis,- fee found no oppor- 
tanlt^ fo acquire diMifdSoCi^ • . "

Genei-al Ballenbach had been left in the en^ 
4t-6hGhmenti. 

On the firft day of this retreat, Oetieral 
Khdbloch, at tlie head of a cotifiderabk body 
rf Ptuffian trdop, mat-fched againft the Ruf- 
fiahsf, with drums beating and colours flying; 
feut Siiworow direfted the artillery with fuch 
^e<5l, that t1^ very firft grenades which were 
ihroWft, fet fire to a large magazine bf hay, 
and Wevs^.up feveral thefts of powder. The 
cannonade continued till General Knobloch 
thought it^ neceffary to ifetreat. This affaif 
took place near the village of Reiclieribach, 
at a fmall diftance from Breflau. 

The body of Hght Ruffian tf oops pro- 
ceeded to take poft between two villages, 
called the great and the little Wanderins, iri 
the ncighl)ourhood 6f Ligftitz, and about i 
mile and a half from the Pruifian army. 

B 2 ^ The 
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The defign of the King of Pruffia was to in- 
terrupt the march of the Ruffians towards 
the Convent of Wallftadt -, but before day- 
break the Ruffian troops were in motion, and 
Suworow attacked, with great ardour, the 
Pruffian advanced pofts, which, being forced 
to give way, were immediately fupported, by 
the king's orders, with feveral thoufand men. 
The Ruffians defended themfelves with the 
moft deliberate courage and regained their 
firft pofition. The Pruffians returned feveral 
times to the attack, but without fuccefs; and 
though the main body of the army was ap- 
proaching to their fupport, the Ruffiams efta- 
blifhed their camp at. Wallftadt, and eu- 
clofe4 it with entrenchments. 

Laudohn, who was in the neighbourhood, 
advanced with thirty fquadrons, when the 
king ordered a regiment of the Finkenftein 
dragoons to attack a ftrong party of them : 
but, though the Pruffians had the advantage 
in this engagement, and made a confiderable 
9 number 
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dumber of prifoners, they left many of their 
companions behind them on the field. — ^The 
huffars of Woldum and Malachpwfki greatly 
diilinguifhed themfelves on the occafion. 
The Pruflians encamped in the evening, ex- 
tending their left wing towards the Convent 
of Wallftadt, and entrenchpd themfelves. 
They had formed their camp at about half 
a mile at moft from the Ruffians, but the 
latter finding themfelves ftraitened for their 
advanced pofts, Suworow and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Tekelly, attacked, with a running 
fire, the ftrong picquets of the Pruffians, 
drove them in, and pofleffed themfelves of 
the ground which their pofition required. 

On the following day, after feveral Ikir- 
miflies, the corps of light Ruffian troops 
took the Convent, which was defended by the 
artillery of the Pruffians ; but they were foon 
diflodged, and the place ilrengthened with a 
confiderable garrifon. In a few days, that 
part of the army which the king commanded 

3J 3 in 
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in perfon returned to its firft pofition s hut 
his m^efly foon quitted it for Schweidnitz^ 
where, contrary to (lis ufual pra6ticq, he enr 
trenched himfejf. 

The imperial troops were in poflfeflion of 
Liegnitzj to the Jeft of which place was the 
i^ijfli^n c^mp ; and on the left of the camp 
was the; imperial army, commanded by Lou- 
4ohn, whi?h, hy means of a detached corps, 
formed a communication with Liegnitz ; fgt 
that thePruflian army was, in a great mea- 
fure, inclofed at Schweidnitz. 

The troops being rather fcattered they drew 
nearer to each other s Suworow was ordered 
to marrch with a Ruffian corps ^ and with 
fixty Coflacs of Krafnofchi^ he inftantly at- 
tacked a picquet of Pruffian huffars confift- 
ing of about one hundred men polled on a 
hill. The Ruffians were twice repulfed, butj^ 
on the third charge, they routed the enemy 
and gained the height from whence they faw 
lo the 
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th&tlackahd yetlow regiments of Pruffian 
huffars in the ya^loy beaeath them. In this 
pcKQtipn he remained unmoleikdi and re- 
ceiving, in abcmt two hours, a reitifprcement 
cff two regiments of Coflacs, amoimting to 
about a thoujand men, he made a movement 
in order to attack the enemy; but, as the day 
began to decline, the Pruffian troops retire4 
to their carap ; and, during the night, the 
Jlx^Kans took polfeffion of the ground whicH 
they had abandoned* 

Various fkirmifhes took place between the 
hoftile ti-oops; but the Ryffians always con- 
trived to maintain their pofts. One morn- 
ing, in particular, 5uworow with the two 
fegiinentg of Popow and Durowerow made 
fo clofe an attack on the Pruffian entrenchr? 
jnents, that he faw very diftinftly the tents 
which formed the head-quarters of the king, 
and drove back the black and yellow huffars 
with cpnfiderable lofs* 

B 4 Among 
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Amohg'^tHe Pruflian deferters which con- 
tinually came over, one of them, who was a 
ferjeant, gave Suworow a very minute ac- 
count of the magazines in Schweidnitz ; by 
Which it appeared that the town was ftill 
provided with bread and forage for three 
months. 

Deferters were always fent to the head- 
quarters of Field-Marfhal Butterlin, but Su- 
worow advifed General Berg to keep this 
ferjeant with him, leaft his account of the 
a6hial ftate of Schweidnitz fhould induce the 
Field-Marfhal to change his prefent difpo- 
fitions. General Berg, however, difregarded 
this propofal : as foon, therefore, as it was 
known that there was fuch a large fupply of 
proviiions in the place, and that the Pruf- 
iians who covered it could maintain them- 
felves fo long, the Ruffian army abandoned 
its pofition (on the 29th of Auguft) and en- 
camped behind Liegnitz, as it was pretended, 
from the want of herbage. Ltudohn was 

i obliged 
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obliged alfo> to his great mortification, to 

refume the pofition which he had akeady 
occupied. 

In the beginning of the fummer, in the 
feme year, Count Romanzow formed the 
blockade of Colberg, His Prulian majefty, 
to relieve that place, detached General Platen 
at the head often or twelve thoufand men, 
with orders to direft his march from Silefia, 
by Poland, and to deftroy, in his way, the 
Ruffian magazines of provifions and forage. 
On his route, he fell in with the Brigadier 
Tfcherepow, who commanded the referve of 
the flying niagazine; and defended himfelf, 
with no more than a thoufand men, for two 
hours, againft the Pruffian detachment ; but 
was at length overpowered by numbers. The 
brigadier was made prifoner with -eight hun- 
dred men, and the lofs of four pieces of 
cannon, and they were all fent off for Cuftin. 
The Ruffians lofl two hundred and the Pruf- 
iians four hundred m^n in this engagement.

Field-Marfhal Butterlin had ordered a body 
of light troops to &t ant on a falie inarch; 
which was fo well managed, that. from th© 
third day the Ruffians had it in their power 
to overtake General Platen. This coq)s> 
which wa$ entirely cavalry, confifted of twent)): 
fquadions of horfe grenadiers, twelve fqua- 
drons of dragoons, thirty fquadrons of huft 
lars, five regiments of Coflacs, and fij? 
|neces of cannon. 

General Berg> accompanied by SuworoW: 
jmnedr the advanced guard with four fqua^ 
drons of cavalry, four regiments of CoiSacsi 
and four pices of cannon; and, by this forced 
march, he cut off General Platen from the 
grand magazines of Pofhania ^d othef 
places. 



The advanced guard met the Pruffians in 
the environs of Kortian, and the Brigadier-! 
General Milgunow followed it with th6 
main body, at the diftance of about a mile, 

Qener^^ 
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Gei«ral Berg accordingly direfted him to join 
the advanced guard ; though the latter had 
received orders to begin the attack even if 
that jun^ion was not effected. 

i The ?luffians> availing themfelves of the 
qbfcurity of the night, traverfed a thick wood, 
in order to come upon the rear of the Prut 
fi^n camp : but at break of day the Proflians 
were already formed ; their firft line being 
^ompofed of cavalry, and their fecond of in- 
fantry. The Ruffian artilkry, however, fmall 
ais it was, obliged them to change their order, 
and to bring their infantry in front. The 
Pruffians were now fupported by thirty 
pieces pf cannon ; but the thicknefs of the 
wood prevented a difcovery of the finall 
number of Ruffian troops ; fo that when it 
became broad da;y-light, the former, inftead 
of making an attack, marched acrofs a nar- 
row way between two pieces of water, with 
their cavalry in the rear. General Berg purfued 

them 
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them with the advanced guard, and «iade 
two hundred prifoners. 

Brigadier Milgunow did not join the ad'- 
advanced guard till the morrow; and fre- 
quentfldrmiihes took place during feveral 
fucceffive days, with various fuccefs : they 
were, however, fufficient to force General 
Platen to make a movement, in order to get 
into Pomerania, by the left bank of the river 
Warta. The Ruilians, therefore, made a 
ftand on the right bank, and threw every 
poflible obilacle in the way of the enemy to 
interrupt and retard their march. 

Suworow, with a hundred Coflacs of the 
regiment of Durowerow, fwam acrofs. the 
river Netze to Driefen, and, during the 
night, marched fix miles to Landlberg, a 
town fituate on the Warta. He beat down 
the gates with large clubs, ruflied into the 
town, and made two detachments of huflars, 

confifting 
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cdnfifting of about fifty men, with their of- 
ftcers, prifoners of war. He burned half the 
bridge over the Warta, and remained in the 
place; till the Pruffian detachment, . under 
.General Platen, arrived on the oppofite bank. 
That officer immediately ordered ponfoona 
to be thrown acrofs the! river; and, in the 
mean time, direfted the battalion of tjie gre- 
nadiers of Arnim to pafs it in boats. 

. While thefe leffer enterprizes were pro- 
ceeding, LieUtenant-General Prince Del* 
gorucki was detached from the Ruffian army, 
in Silefia, to Colberg, with a body of forces 
pqvol in, number and equipment to the Pruf- 
fian detachment under General Platen, which 
had been appointed to the relief of that place. 
The prince proceeded in , a idireft linje* to 
Arenfwald, and forced on his troops,, by 
marches of greater length than, thofe of the 
Pruflian general 

Platen 
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Platfen took his line of march From Landf^ 
berg^ to Colberg, by the way of Regenwalde t 
General Berg accordingly ordered SuworoW 
to follow him, with three regiments of h\i(^ 
fars and feven regiments of Coffacs, to har* 
rafs his flank; in which they effectually fuc- 
ceeded, by driving in his flaftk parties on the 
right, and purfuing them almoft under the 
cannon of the Prujifian dfetachmeftt, which 
was pofted on an heighlf : but, though it was 
by no means inaftive, it could not pre- 
vent him from taking two hundred prilbnersi 
dragoons andbuflars. 

Several days were paffcd in (kirmifhingi 
till Suworow arrived at the river Rega, on 
whofe oppofite bank hie found the Prince 
Dolgorucki. He, therefore, retismed to de^ 
iieral Berg, at Stargard, while Platen coh-^ 
tinued his march to^Golbferg. In his wdyi 
the Pruffian general made an attack at 
Corlin, where Major Welitfch, with a few 

hundred 
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hundred men, covered a fmall magaiine. 
That officer made a very vigorous defence; 
during feveral hours, but was at length 
obliged to yield to fuperior numbers* H« 
and the troops which furvived the engage* 
ments furrendered prifoners of warj and 
General Platen gave him that honourable 
I'eCeption which his bravery deferved. 

..General Platen was, however, retarded 
by variou's accidents, and could not prevent 
Prince Dolgorucki from forming a junftion 
with Count Romanzow ; who had aftuUly 
received orders from Field-^Marfhal Butterlin 
i6 abandon the blockade and to go into^winr 
ter quarters^ on account of the advanced 
eftatc of the feafon ; but, on being ftrshgtlu 
ened by fiich a confiderable reinforctlHWit; 
ihe determined to maintain his pofitiqn. T|it 
King of Pruffia, therefore, thought it net 
teflary to detach another corps lAider the 
conuaand of General Scheiikendorf ^ ^ 
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On the 15th of Oftober, the Ruffians ex- 
tended themfelves, in different detachments, 
from the environs of Stargard, along a line 
of five miles from that town, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Tekelly was oppofed to one of. thefc 
detachments with fome fquadrons of huffars 
and Coffacs ; and General Berg diarged Su- 
worow with the attack 5 Tekelly, therefore, 
received a reinforcement, and Colonel Medem 
alfo haftened to join him with a fquadron of 
the dragoons of Twer, 

Before break of day, the Coffacs fell upon 
a village which "was occupied by infantry^ 
and rendered themfelves matters of it. The 
Pruffian detachment was in a plain beyond 
it. The Ruffians in coming out of a wood, 
along a very narrow way, were much annoyed 
by twp pieces of the enemy's cannon; but as 
foon as they could extend themfelves, Colonel 
Medem fell, fword in hand, on the Pruffian 
battalion: Tekelly and Saworow fupported 
him with the light troops ; cut off the left 

flank 
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flarlk of the Pruffians/whlch confifted chiefly 
of huflars, and having, after a vigorous re* 
liftance, driven them into a morafs, made 
prifoners of thofe who had efcaped the fword* 
In this engagement Suworow and his horfe 
were bemired in the marfhy ground, and a 
dragoon difplayed no common zeal and ac- 
tivity in relieving him from the perilous 
fituation* 

Tow;ards the conclufion of the combat^ 
General Berg arrived with a large part of 
his corps. The Ruffians now returned with 
thfir prifoners to Stargard, and Suworow 
remained with the rear guard. But no 
fooner had they begun their march, than 
feveral parties of the enemies troops were 
feen advancing from the hills againft them, 
led on by the regiment of Finkenftein. Su- 
worow had with him about fixty CofTacs, 
with whom he inftantly feized a fquadron 
of huflars which immediately preceeded him, 
With this handful of troops he ventured to 

VOL. u ' c attack 
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f ttack the cncmy*s dragoons on the twd 
wings, forced them to give way, and took 
two field-pieces with about twenty men* 
But as he was fooh furrounded by the ene- 
my, there was no poflibility of his efcaping 
but by cutting a paflage throigh them 5 an 
effort which was crowned with fuccdls. He 
was under the neceflity of leaving the cannon j 
but he contrived to carry off his prifoners. 
Tekelli now' rejoined him with fome fqua- 
drons of huffars and three regiments of 
Cof&cs. On receiving this reinforcement, he 
renewed the engagement, which, laftcd an 
hour. The Pruffians loft about a thouf^jid 
men in killed and prifoners, amoQg whom 
was the commanding officer, M^or Podf* 
charli. 

The Pruffians had entrenched themfelves 
near Colberg ; and their number was now 
augmented to thirty-five thoufand men j but 
though there was an abundance of pro- 
yifions in the place, the army could not de- 
9 .. five 
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me iny advantage frohi that circumftanc^, 
as it had fo ioiig been in a ftatfe of blockade. 
At the end of 06lober, therefore, General 
Plateh marched to Stettin, with 12,600 
men, in order to revi6hial his aitny > leav- 
ing behind hini a body bf troopfe, amotihting 
to 3000 in Troppau, \mder the command 
of General Knobloch. At the fame time, 
in order to oppofe hii paffage, Geheral Berg 
detached Colonel Schtfchetncw ^ith two re- 
giments of cavalry, and fome fquadrons 
of hufiars and Coffacs, which Count Romarj- 
20W enforced with a very tionfiderable de- 
tachment. 

On the junftion of Prince Dolgorucki 
with Roman2ow, the Ruflian army that^ 
blockaded Colberg was ecjual in number to 
that 6f the Pruffians, whofe objeft was to 
releive it. There were frequent engagements 
between the advanced pofts of the two ar- 
mies I redoubts and batteries were alternately 
c a taken 
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taken and abandoned s but thefe partial con-^ 
tefts did not bring on any decifive a6lion. 

The Ruffian light trdops advanced from 
the environs of the village of Stargort againft 
General Platen, and the hoftile parties ap- 
proached each other on the near, fide of the 
river Rega. General Berg entrufted the 
command to Colonel Schtfchetiiew, and 
went himfelf, on horfeback, efcorted by two 
fquadrons of huflars and as many regiments 
of Coflacs, to reconnoitre the Pruffians, As 
he advanced from a wood, by a narrow way, 
he found the Pruffians ready to receive him. 
It was their left wing which prefented itfelf 
in this unexpefted manner: he, however, 
turned its : flank at full fpeed, without being 
incommoded by their field-pieces j but the 
dragoons purfued him fword in hand. There 
was, about a quarter of a mile before him, a 
tra6i: of 'marfhy ground, feveral hundred 
paces in breadth, an obftacle which the Ruf- 
fians 
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fians furmounted with great difficulty. The 
Pruffian dragoons and huffars were clofe at 
their heels but no fobner had they pafled the 
morafs in their purfuit, than the Ruffians 
wheeled about,' drove theni back into the 
midft of it, and took a cqnfiderable number 

of them. 

The main body of the Ruffians was ftill 
at fome diftarice. To the left of the village, , 
and about 3 or 400 paces from it, there was 
an open road, which the regiment, of, Fin- 
kerftein dragoons croffed, and halted on the 
banks of the river. The Ruffian and Pruf- 
fian armies were now feparated only by a 
fmall hill, and a very narrow hollow way. 
When the firft Pruffian fquadron prefented 
itfelf, Suworow, with two hundred huflars, 
turned them by the hollow way, and at- 
tacked them fword in hand. He was re- 
ceived with a difcharge pf their carbines, and 
the adtion was warmly contefted ; but the 
fquadron was at length driven off the field.

In the mean thne, the m^ body^ of th« 
Ruffians ad¥anc6d : but as night approached 
the two armies feparated^ and the Pruflians 
returned to their camp. 

After a fucceffioa of ikirmiihes/ ki^ which 
the^ fuperior ftrength of ^ enemy predomi-- 
nated,. Snworow applied to General Fer- 
mor-, whofe head-quarters were in the neigh- 
bourliood of Arenfwald, for a reinforcement, 
which was accordingly promifed to him. As 
he was on his return to General Berg, he was 
overtaken by a violent ftorra, acccompanied 
with heavy rain. He had only two Coffacs 
with hims and having loft his way, in a thick 
wood, on the next day came fuddcnly upon 
the Praffian camp, which was within three 
miles of Golnau. Though nothing could 
be more unexpected by him than fuch an 

accident,

accident, he avaite<i himfelf of it to iflake 
obfervations, which on a future occafion were 
highly uicful to hrai. He, however, quickly 
retraced his way to his own corps, which 
was not more than half a mile from the 
PrufliEn army. 

He had not chaiHged his clothes, when the 
Ruffians proceeded, to attack the enemy--^Iit 
the mean time. Prince Wolgonlky approach- 
ed with two regiments of cuirafliers, and 
Lieutenant-General Count I^nin was de«» 
tached with three batallions, by General 
Fermor, who himfelf followed with a con- 
fider^bk efcart» 

Towards nocm, the advanced guard oi 
General Platen, commanded by Colonel de 
la Motte Courbiere, moved forward to at- 
tack the Ruffians on a large plain, without 
wood, and which,, from the inundation, oc- 
casioned by the late florm, had the appear- 
ance of a morafs. This advanced guard cori- 

C4 fitted 
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lifted of two battalions and about ten fquad- 
rons of huffars and Bofnian cavalry*— f-Thc 
Ruffian huffars which led the march were 
immediately defeated by the Pruffians, and, 
among many others, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Fukur was made prifoner by Kipfki, . the 
Bofnian commandant. Six fquadrons of 
horfe grenadiers followed thfe huffars. — Su- 
worow overtook them and placed himtelf at 
their head. They had been harraffed in 
their march by the mufquetry of the. enemy, 
but had not fuftained any confiderable lofs. 
At this time, Courbiere had formed his bat- 
talions in a fquare, and the horfe grenadiers, 
inftantly forming themfelves in lines, at- 
tacked it with irrefiftible impetuofity. The 
fire of the Pruffiahs was weak arid ineffec- 
tual, from the humid ftate iof their pieces. 
They weje at length furrounded, and. the 
whole fquare threw down their arms. Su- 
worow immediately fet about rallying his 
huffars. ; ^ud, having got them together and 
ftrengthened them with a party of Coffacs, 

he 
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he fell fuddenly upon the Pruffian cavalry, 
who were advancing towards them, and 
made many prifoners^ among whom was 
Kipflci, the Bofnian commandant, Lieu- 
fenant-Colonel Fukur accordingly recovered 
his liberty, 

'I General Platen, who was not yet in mo- 
tion, was a quarter of a mile behind his ad- 
vanced guard. A body of foraging dragoons 
^ere in his front ; but Suwprow fell upon, 
and took the greater part of, them. 

• The detachment of Courbiere, which con- 
fifted, including the foragers, of near two 
thoufand men, had two hundred killed, 
^d the reft were made prifoners 5 among 
whom were forty fuperior and field officers. 
The few who efcaped* were indebted, for 
their prefervation to the fwiftnefs of their 
horfes. On the fide of the Ruffians, the 
^huflars fuffered the moft 5 but the horfe 
■grenadiers loft no more than fifty men. 

'^ The 
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The troops> t&at the Count F»mor h^ 
detached^ were yet at a certain diftanccr 
whHe Genjeral^ Berg and WoJgcmflci rer 
uaained in a villagcwith their forces, Ptatew 
IK) w wkeekd about>. and marchied through/ thft 
woods to Golnau : but he only paffed throi^h 
the place, where he left a fmall number of 
infantry, and fonxicd his camp on tl» Other 
fide of it . 

Before day-bi^e^ the Ruffians wereiniii^ 
tion, and halted on tlnis fide the town ; th§ 
gate was immediately cannonaded, but it was 
fo ftrongly barricadoed as to refiift the alJt|Dck» 
In tonfequence of this failurc,^ Panih,. at t 
very early hour of the morning, difpatched 
his grenadiers under theconduft of Sii^ortjWi 
and two battalions of fufikcrs, . 

That officer brought his troc^s at once to 
the gate, through which, and from the wall^ 
the Pruflians kept up a oonftant fire, by which 
a captain and fqme ofiicers were killed. Sxxr 

worow 
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wdrow himfelf loft his horfe, and was fome 
timie on foot, while his pegple were exerting 
thcmfdv^s to forqe the larger gate: hut at 
this moment Lieutenaot Taubrin difengaged, 
with his own hand, a bayonet that fattened 
the fmallcr gate on the infidc ; by whick 
means a pafTage was opened for the grena- 
4i»s> who rufhed into the ftreets^ fejl upon 
^gar?iiorb made a great part of itprifiiH- 
«•§> and. purfufid tlie reft to the bridge on the 
Qt^ fi4% o£ th© town, aflid in fight o£ the 
Pruifian campu— Suworow was hurrying 
«!inw%rd$f, w^ea fome of his troops, who 
were behind, called upon him to turn back>. 
-rrrand at that moment he. found himfelf 
adone with Taubrin* It was in this pofition 
he received a contufion on his breaft from the 
rebound of a muiket-hall, difcharged from 
the other fide of the wall ; but it did not 
prove mortal.-«-Hc immediately went into a 
houfe to bathe his wound with brandy, 
till the fuperior aid of a furgeon could be 
procured. 

The 



f The Count Panin had' alfo entered the 
town with his battalion, fo that the Ruffians 
were in xomplete pofleffion ot it ; but as it 
had never been their intention to maintain 
it in the face of Platen's army, they very 
foon abandoned it. 

. The Ruffians now returned, in different 
bodies, to their refpeftive ftations : but Platen 
proceeded by Damm to Stettin. Berg alfo 
marched with the light troops to Treptow, 
where Knobloch was blockaded with the 
three thoufand men he commanded of the 
Pruffian body of referve. At his approach, 
Knobloch furrendered himfelf prifoner to 
Count Romanzow. In confequence of that 
event. Berg returned to Stargard, where he 
generally fixed his head-quarters. 

Colonel Medem being obliged, from his 
bad ftate of health, to fubmit to a fufpen- 
fion of his military fervice, Suworow took 

upon 
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upon him the command of the dragoons of 
Twer. 

The Pruflians renewed their efforts on the 
fide of Colberg, againft the Ruffians, with 
flrong detachments of obfervation. General 
Berg, therefore, immediately began his march 
with the left column of his forces, and 
charged Suworow with the condu6l of the 
right, which confifted of three regiments of 
hufTars, two regiments of CofTacs, and the 
regiment of dragoons of Twen 

He now advanced againfl Naugarten, 
where two battalions were polled, with Po- 
menfki's regiment of dragoons, Suworow 
made his attack in two lines, with intervals, 
and broke through the dragoons : he then 
charged the battalion of Prince Ferdinand, 
killed a confiderable number, and took up- 
wards of a hundred prifoners ; the greater 
part of which belonged to the prince's own 
company, • In this attack, he very narrowly 

efcaped. 
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dcaped, for the horfe he rode was twice 
wounded by mufquet-fhot. ThePruffians, 
however, kept up fuch a fire from the houfes, 
that the Ruffians were compelled to retreat, 
and formed upon a hill to the right. , They 
left many of their comrades behhid them ; 
but, the death of the brave Major Erdmann 
was a fubjc6i <rf univerfal regret. 

General Platen at length appeared with a 
confiderable convoy of provifions, which he 
was conducting from Stettin to Colberg. He 
marched with the main body of the armyi 
fo that, though they never quitted him, the 
Ruffians found it impoflible to make an at- 
tack with any profpefl of fuccefs. 

Suworow had fent thirty dragoons with an 
officer on a foraging party, at a fmall dif^ 
tance from Regenwald, who were intercepted 
by a regiment of Pruflian dragoons. He con- 
fidered them as lofV^ but, on the next day, 
the brave officer and his party returned. He

liad loft only fix men, and in revenge lad 
brought Several prifonors with him. 

It was now the end of November} the 
feafon extremely cold, and the roads ftrewed 
with frozen Pruffians. Forced marches had 
deftrcyed their clothes, and they were but 
wretchedly protected againft the inclemency 
ctf the weather. On the contrary, the Ruf* 
iians were warmly clad, and loft but few of 
their people. 

Platen now approached Colberg; the Ruf- 
fians followed his example, and Suworow 
took poft, with the dragoons of Twer and 
two other regiments of horfc grenadiers, in 
the left wing, of Count Romanzow's army. 

On the firft of December, Platen took his 
pofition on a hill. The Ruffian cavalry 
had difmounted in confequence of the cold; 
when the Pruffian artillery began to play 
upon the flank of the Ruffians, which com* 

pelled 
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pelled the horfc grenadiers to retire t6 a 
greater diftance ; though they ftill remained 
near the dragoons of Twer, who had not 
quitted their fituation. 

The Ruffians were protefted in front by a 
deep hollow, formed by nature, which was 
now filled with fnow. It was, therefore, im- 
poffible for the enemy to attack them; at 
the fame time, they were equally pre- 
vented from attacking the enemy. On the 
other fide of the ditch, there was a Pruf- 
fian redoubt, commanded by Lieutenant-Co- 
lonel Stakelberg, and defended by three com- 
panies of grenadiers. The Ruffians affaulted 
this redoubt with great fpirit, and were for 
fome time repulfed with equal bravery; but^ 
at length, the commandant was defeated and 
taken prifoner, with a part of his troops and 
two pieces of cannon. 

Platen now endeavoured to introduce his 
provifion-waggons into Colberg, by thre? 

different 
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different paflages, but fuch a cohftant f&e 
was employed againft him from the Riiflian 
entrenchments, that he found it'lmpoffible 
to effe6i: his defign. In the evening of the 
day, when he made this unfuccefsful attempt, 
he" retired with all his trbops to TreptaO, and 
loft a great number of them from the feVe- 
rity of ''the froft. The two battalions of 
Schenkendorf, which formed a part of the 
advanced pofts, alotte fuflained a lofs of fix 
hundred men. 

Lieutenant-Colonel de Heyde, who com- 
manded in the town of Colberg, not having' 
fiifficient provifions for the fupply of his 
garrifon, was under the neceffity of refufing 
Prince Eugene of Wurtejnberg the quota 
he demanded; who accordingly left the 
place and formed a jun6lion with Platen* 
There were now no Pruffians before Cpl- 
berg; and Prince Eugene having quitted 
Platen, the latter was left alone to conduft:

SuwproTR attached his. rear guard with the 
dragoons of Twer, but he obtained no ad- 
vantage, as his cavalry floundered in a morafs 
which was not fufficiently frozen to bear 
them* and where the^ enemy's infantry coulA 
maintain thejr grqund^ — He efcaped, how- 
cyer, without .any, confiderable lofs. 

The fame night. General, Berg; threw fome, 
grenades into, Stargard,- at the mjomentwhen. 
General . Platen, had fo;:med the, defign to 
abandon it. 
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On the 1 6th of December, Colonel de 
Heyde, furrendered to Count Romanzow, 
and thus this campaign was brought to a 
termination. The latter remained in Po- 
meraniawith the light troops, and the Count 
Fermor, with the reft of the army, fixed 
his winter quarters on the banks of the 
Viftula. 

On the 1 6th of March, 1762, the Prince 
Molgonfld and the Duke of Bevern, governor 
of Stettin, agreed to an armftice ; that was 
followed by a treaty of peace between! Ruffia 
and Pruflia, which was figned on the 5th of 
May in the fame year. 

In the courfe of the fame month. General 
Berg, accompanied by feveral of his ojflicers, 
paid a vifit to the puke of Bevem, and was 
leceived with fplehdid hofpitality. A fuperb 
entertainment was provided on the occafioh, 
wid the evening was enlivened with the dance. 

D 2 On 
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©n the follorwdng morning, the duke accom- 
panied his vifitors on horfe-back through 
every part of the fortrefs, and its out- 
works. He paid particular attention to Su- 
worow, and permitted him to copy a plan of 
the campaign which was then meditated 
againjft Denmark. All the Ruffian officers 
remained at Stettin till the next day, when 
they took their leave, highly pleafed and flat- 
tered by the very polite and hofpitable recep- 
tion of the Duke of Bevern. 

Colonel Medem returned to his regiment 
of Twer, when Suworow received the com- 
mand of the regiment of dragoons of Arch- 
angelgorod. Although he was attached t^ 
the infantry fervice. Count Romanzow pre- 
fented him, at the general promption, as 
colonel of cavalry, from his fuperior know- 
ledge in that department of the army ;. but 
there were certain obftacles whif h caufpd^that 
line of promotion to be abandoned. Soon 

after. 
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after, the Count Panin, who commanded in 
Pomerania, fent him to Peterfbuig with an 
account of the return of the troops. On 
this occafion, he gave him a Qiecial kttcr of 
recommendation to the cmprefs, who pre- 
fentedhim a colonel's commiilion, written 
with her own hand.

CHAP. IL 

STTWOROW 1$ ADVANCED TO THE RANK OF 

BRIGADIER. CAMPAIGN AGAINST THE 

CONFEDERATES IN POLAND. 

In the month of Auguft, 1762, Suworow 
was appointed colonel of the regiment of 
infantry of Aftrachan, which was in garrifon 
at Peterfburgs and when the ceremonial of 
her coronation called the emprefs to Mof- 
cow, flie ordered him to remain at Peterf- 
burg, where flie charged him with the exe- 
cution of fome very important commiffions. 
.After her return, his regiment was fent to 
diftant fervice, and was replaced by the in- 
fantry regiment of Sufdal, confifting of more 
than a thoufaud men, of which he received 
the command in 1763. Suworow employed 
himfelf very much in forwarding the new

' habituate his regirnent to the fatigue? of 
. war, h? proceeded from Ladoga to Nowo- 
gorod, He paffed yarious bridges, croffed 
rivers and moralfes, whofe paffagfe w^s ren- 
dered more difficult by flight frofts, and 
♦raverfed a thoufand verfts, or five hundred 
JEnglifh miles, in the courfe of a mpnth. In 
this extraordinary an4 fatiguing marchi fee

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loft only a few men in the environs ofSmo^ 
lenlko. • ;•','« 

The body of troops whidi marched into 
Poland, confifted of four regiments of.ia- 
fantry, two regiments of cuiraffiers, ^ad two 
brigadiers, under the command in- chief "of 
Lieutenant-General Nummer. Suworow 
commanded a brigade. During the winter, 
he was continvially engag-ed in iniproviog 
his regiment in their manoeuvres, ^nd habi- 
tuating, them to every ^dion that would he 
required, and every circumftance that mi^t 
happen, iji a ftate of a6t}>»l feryi^, ; . 

Ip the foUcJwing fummer .of : 1769,^ thcfe 
troops were ftationed on the frontiers of Po- 
land. General Nummer. took his rente to 
Orfa, and Brigadier Suworow had ' pKcedM 
him, fome days, with the iac^vanced guatd. 
It was compofed of a fquadron of cmtaffieA:,

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^lidlc mto f bur ~ battalions; one of grena- 
diers, another of tirailleurs, and two of 
fuiileers. They remained for fome weeks 
-in in intrenched camp, before Orfa, and 
~ tiieh' proceeded oh their march to Minfki, the 
advanced giiardbiing condufteidbySuworow. 
Oh his arrival in that country, he cx- 
tihguiflied> on their firft appearance, the 
/^ftiirbances that threatened it. He did 
'T!Ct, loive^er, reniai+i there for any length 
of tinte, but was difjpatched in- great hafte to 
Warfaw with his regiment, and two fqua- 
drotis 6f dragoons ; and, to facilitate the 
march> he diftributed his a^ps into two 
columns. All his infantry was conveyed 
on farmers waggcn^, with bayonets fixed, 
that they might be<prepared for any fuddem 
attack. One half of the dragoom; in order 
to &ve thdr horics» went ahemately in the 
ws^onsi and the Other'half led the horfes bt 
their comrades. Thus they travelled, and ii^ 
twelve days arrived it\ the fuburbs of Praga> 
pBL the other fide of WarfaW» 

In 
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In Kis iTiarch, Suwofiow croffi^ LitKaitfiia, 
where he appeafed the 'dtfc6nteifts 'df tfte - 
people The Hiflati regiments 'of l^dliak 
and KorfizJ^i being 6rickfnjied in the 'drivi- 
rons of ferzefda, he fiirprired t^em during 
the night, by levelling a canfldn, which had 
been efcorted by li cdffipariy <>f infantfy» 
ag^nft the door of the priiicipal bfficer*s 
•quarters. The reft 6f the troops rerrran^ 
as a body of -referve, and the bufinefs wais 
completed without efftifioh'ttf blood. The 
two chiefs, with their officers and fquadrons, 
gave a written engagement never moi-e to 
take up arms againft the Ruffians, and im- 
mediately abandoned the confederacy. 

General Weimarn beiftg appointed to' the 
principal command in Poland, he ordered 
Biigadier Suwotqw to attend him fecrctly in 
the night, arid informed him that very great 
uneafiileffes prevailed throughout the city o{ 
Warlaw, which Were occafioned by the maith 
of the rebel Marflial Kotelupowiki, who was 
8 advancing 
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advancing with eight thoufand men, as well 
by land as on the Viftula. — Suworow im- 
jnediately coUefted a company of grenadiers, 
a fquadron of dragoons, fifty light troops, 
and fome Coflacs, with on^ piece of artillery, 
and proceeded up the left bank of the Viftula j 
and when' he had advanced about a mile, he 
croffedthe river, at a place where it was not 
of any great dqpth, to meet Kotelupowiki ; 
whom he completely routed, and made feveral 
prifoners. From the latter he endeavoured to 
difcover the real number of the confederates, 
as well as the detachments of their troops, 
•the places where they were ftationed, and the 
names of their chiefs,. 

In the courfe of a few weeks it was known, 
XhsX the two Marfhals Pulawfki, as well as 
others of equal rank, were in Lithuania with 
ten thoufand confederates^ Suwprow, ac- 
cordingly, put himfelf in motion with a 
detachment^ ccxnpofed of one company of 
grenadier?, two compatkies, of fufileers, ^ 

Kght 
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light battalion of tirailleurs, a fquadron of 
dragoons, fifty ColFacs, and tw6 pieces of 
cannon. By forced marches he arrived at 
Brzefcia, where he received a confirmation 
of the preceding intelligence. 

The confederates were clofely followed by 
Colonel Roenne, with two thoufand men, 
tod by Lieutenant-Colonel Drewiz, with 
fifteen hundred. Under thefe circumftances, 
Suworow did not make any ftay at Brzefcia'; 
he only entered it to ftation a part of his 
troops there, in order to maintain the poff, 
and was not prevented by the night from 
proceeding with the remainder. In the 
morning they fell in with a patrole of fifty 
carabineers, which Colonel Roenne had fent 
out on a reconnoitring party, under the com- 
mand of Count Gallelli, captain of cavalry, 
and they took this patrole along with him. 

■' About noon, and after a march of three 
•^milcS, this fmall detachment difcovered the 

ID con.- 
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fConfe4?r^t?? • ^^PY ^9?^^^ ?f cavalry alone, 
^nd were fjt^tion^d in the depth of a wood, 
^ja^or.ow, accordingly, proceeded by two" 
,<^files, ti^ he capn^e to a morafs, with a bridge 
that was covered by a battery of the enemy, 
containing two cannons 5 which was aU the 
artj^ljery the confederates pofleiTed. The co- 
l^njip pf ip^ajitry pafTed the bridge with 
.great r^idity ; and fuft&ined fome lofs f pip 
the fire :which was direfted at it; when, 
Ijiaving the .wood in their rear, they found 
tjjcmfelves, i;i a moment, in -the front of the 
enemy's lines,*. which prefented thenifqlves in 
,aXemi-circular Sorj^ on an open plain. This 
fpotjyas the centre of the confederate army, 
/o.tha,t the Ruffians were, in a great meafure, 
fu^^rpjijtid?d. .Su^orow, at the head of fifty 
dragoons, inftantly rufhed upon the battery, 
but, not being fupported by his people, was 
in a fituation of great danger; while the 
confederates, inftead of employing their 
cannon in defending it, had drawn them 
behind^ their lines, as it appeared, with a 

view 
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view to preferye tik^m, and tbciy fucceecjfd* 
They, however, instantly attai:ke4±he Rujflfea 
infantry, in fronts with the greater part o£ 
their fqujidron; the former, however, d^ 
fended themfelves with diftinguifhed bravi^ryr 
and being. very expert ii> th^. ufc of the.firer, 
locl^, deal^t, deftru£lion arouiiui thj^m: at 
length, after a ve;y;fevere con|:eft, the com*^ 
federates were forced to give way. They 
returned, hp\yever, fou^.tynps to the xi^i^ge, 
with, ftefh fquadrons,. a&d wwe.as. oftea 
compelled to . fly from the galling ppw;er o£ 
^e, Ruffian r^jifquetry. The CountCaflelli, 
with the carahinoer^, purfued them in thdr 
fttcccOivc, retreats, and put a^grejit nucir 
hec tQ^the fword. He was. alfo attacjaad,i 
in^Jbds. turOt> by^the elder PulawpJCki, the fcnior 
n^adhaJ oi the confederates, who receiveda. 
pift^l-lhoit iu^ the encounter, of. which, he. 
4i?d on th^.fojilowing^ day, 

Thq Cofl^ic? w^ye fqattQred i^ fi»aU partie^^ 
ofl, the, rear of. the. Ruffian tcoops, which 

coi^ld

couM not be attacked, as it was completely 
protefted by the wood; and the con- 
fiederates did not attempt to difmount, and 
eontinue the engagement on foot. Never- 
iJiekfs, the major on duty frequently ex- 
daimed, that they were cut off: for which 
ill-founded alarm Suworow ordered him to 
be put under immediate arreft. 

* The night was now approaching ; and the 
confederates had formed their lines in front 
of the village of Orzechoba ; which, by dif- 
charging grenades from ^ howitzer, was 
fbpn fet on fire j and, the infantry feizing 
the moment of alarm to attack the enemy 
with bayonets fixed, they fled, in great dif- 
order, through the flames of the village. 
Suworow ordered his fmall body of cavalry 
to follow them. In the purfuit, they met 
Pinlki's regiment of dragoons, which con- 
fifted of only one hundred men, who inftantly 
(fifmounted, in order to continue the en- 
gagement with advantage from behind the 

hedges J 
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hedges ; but the greater part of them wer6 
cither cut in pieces, or made prifoners of 
war. The confederates made fome attempts to 
renew the engagement, but Suworow having 
ordered a conftant fire to be kept up in the 
wood, whofe echoes might deceive them as 
to the number of his troops, they foon 
wheeled about, and left him mafter of the 
field. They loft on this occafion about a 
thoufand men, among whom were feveral 
officers 5 with a hundred prifoners, who were 
immediately fent off to WarfaW. This body 
of confederates did not amount to more than 
half the number which had been originally 
reported* 

Suwoi^ow now took his route to Lublin, 
and ordered the troops, which he had left at 
Brzefcia, to follow him. 

' Lublin is a central point of Poland and 

Lithuania-. This circumftance determined 
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the brigadier to fix on this town as a proper 
place for eftablifhing his cantonment, though 
it was not capable of being defended. It 
poflefled a long extent of walls, which were 
in a very ruinous ftate, and an old caftle, 
that had often been befieged and taken, by 
Peter the Firft, Charles the Twelfth^ and 
the Kings Auguftus and Staniflaus 5 nor had 
fince received any reparation. Suworow 
feized upon the finall towns in the vicinity 
of Lublin, feveral of which were defended, 
by fortifications^ After fome time, he efta- 
blifhed communications with Cracow, and 
Sandomir, a place of fome ftrength. He oc- 
cafionally placed a garrifon in Opatow, 
which is alfo on the other fide of the 
Viftula ; but he made Lublin the depot of 
his artillery, ftores^, and magazines 5 and 
from thence fent out his parties, as cir- 
cumftances might require. He was continu- 
ally pafling the Viftula, to Pulava, to Urf* 
chentowa, to Zawitfchvofl,* as well as to> 
9 San*- 
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Sandimir J and maintained this pofitioii du*^ 
ring the time of his abode in Poland^ which 
occupied a fpace of near three yearsv 

Mis Corps Was foon reinforted by that part 
of his regiment of Sundal, which he had left 
at Praga, as well as by two companies of th« 
grenadiers of Narva, and an equal number 
of the regiment of carabineers of Peterfburg, 
and of the third regiment of cuiraffiers j but 
he had not more than a hundred CoflacSk 

The Ruffian army in Poland required thd 
cftablifhment of four major-generals^ and 
Suworow was accordingly advanced to that 
rank, oti the firft of January* 1 770* 

We fhall pafd over the many flight en-* 
gagements which took place in the courfe of 
this yair> and only dwell upon fuch as were 
diftinguifhed by circumftances which demand 
a particular de^iption^ In the month o£ 
April, Major-General Suworow paflfed th« 
E 2 ViMa 
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Viftula at Zawitfchwoft, in fearch of Colonel 
Nofchinfki, of Sandomir. He took with him, 
on this occafion, two companies of fufileersi 
two fquadrons of carabineers, fifty Coflacs, 
and two field^pieces : and the colonel being 
at Clementow, he dirc6led his march to that 
place. As this -fniall detachment was paf- 
fing a village in the night, the report of a 
carbine, which was accidentally difcharged, 
brought out fome peafants from their cot- 
tages, who were immediately employed as 
guides by the Ruffian troops, and difcovered 
to them that they were clofe upon the con- 
federates, whom they imagined to be at a 
confiderable diftance. 

They accordingly fell in with the enemy 
at day-break, who were already on horfe- 
back to receive them. They confifted of 
about a thoufand men, had taken their po- 
fition on a plain by the fide of a wood, and 
their fquadrons were formedf in fmall fquares. 
Suworow^ advanced againft them with the 

.. . ' carabineers, 
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carabineers, who, notwithftanding his orders 
to the contrary, difcharged their pieces, and 
immediately halted : the confederate troops, 
however, received the fire with a fteady com- 
pofure. He then ordered the infantry to 
advance with all poflible fpeed, and, after a 
difcharge of mufquetry, they ruftied on with 
their bayonets; But the enemy, for fomc 
time, kept up a very fmart fire with fix field- 
pieces, and then retreated : and though they 
continued to defend themfelyes, the cavalry 
purfued them with great flaughter. During 
the engagement, the major-general ordered 
a party to take pofleffion of Clemen tow j 
and the confederates difperfed themfelv^s in 
the wood. They loft all their artillery, with 
near three hundred mien 5 while the Ruffians 
did not k)fe more than a fixth part of that 
number. 

In the middle of the fummer, when Colo- 
nel Mofchinlki had received a reinforcement, 
Suworow gained a fecond viftoiy over him 
E 3 at 
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tt Opatow, killed a hundred of his men; 
und made as mwy prifoners, the greater part 
of which had been wQund^ in th« ^nga^e^ 
jnent* 

In the courfe of the autumn, Major-rGieh 
lieral Suworow attempted an operation on 
the Vifhila, but^ from the rajadity of the 
current, he miffed the pontoon, in leaping 
from the bank, and, falling into the river, 
was in great danger of being drowned. Aff 
ter many frujtlefs attempts to fare him, 4 
grenadier at lengtli feized a lock of his hair, 
^d drew him to the beink^ but in getting 
out of the water, he flxuck his breaft againft 
a pontoon, which caufed a violent contufion 
that threatened his life i and from which h§ 
4id npt recover for feyeral months. 

Towards the end of the year, the emprefss 
gracipufly fent him the order of Saint 

Ann?, 
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In the month of March, 17711 Suworow 
left Libnin with four companies of infantry^ 
three fquadrons of carabineers, about a 
hundred Coffacs, and fome field-pieces, and 
paffed the Viftula, near Sandomir. In his 
march to Cracow, he was fuccefsful in icve- 
ral fmali engagements, and at length attack- 
ed Landlkroif, a town about four miles dif- 
tant from that city. Here he experienced a 
•very vigorous r^fiftances and though he 
foon made himfelf matter of the place, he 
found it imprafticable to take the caftle. 
The Ruffians fuffered greatly both in kille4 
and wounded, from the mufquetry of the 
confederates^. The general himfelf appears 
to have been in great danger, as his hat and 
coat were pierced with bullets. On his re* 
tiring to repofe -himfelf in a neighbouring 
village, he was attacked by the confederate 
General Schut?. The qonteft was but of 
fliort duration, and after fome lofs on 
both fides, Schutz thought it prudent to 
retreat, 

E 4 While 
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While General Suworow was abfent from 
Lublin, a confiderable number of the confe- 
derates had aflembled in that canton where 
Colonel Stakelberg then commanded. He, 
therefore, returned thither by forced marches, 
and, in his way, took the fmall town of Ca- 
Umir. The cavaliy entered firft, and imme- 
diately routed the greater part of the confe- 
derates who occupied it ; while many of them 
fled and hid themfelves. On the arrival of 
the infantry, an immediate fearch was made 
after them j" and the general having ordered 
them, for that purpofe, to diftribute them- 
felves in all the ftreets • it fo happened, that 
he was left entirely alone. At this moment 
perceiving in a large barn, a* party of caval- 
ry who had Hed, he addreffed them in a 
friendly manner, promifed them a pardon, 
and ordered them to come forth. The com- 
manding officer immediately quitted the 
t)uilding, and his people followed him on 
foot, leading their horfes, but unfortunately 
fome CofTacs arrivinj^ at the fpot, one of 

them 
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them difchirged a piftol at the Poles^ who 
immediately fired at the offender, but With- 
out manifefting the lealV intention to hurt 
Suworow, and retired into the barn, where 
they enclofed themfelves. The general or- 
dered it to be inftantly invefted, and threat- 
ened to burn it, if they did not furrender 
themfelves. Alarmed at the menace, they 
immediately fubmitted. It was the firit and 
fineft fquadron of Marfhal Saba, confifting 
oY€ftymen. In this uricxpefted attack, a 
hundred Poles were killed, and three hun- 
dred taken prifoners. 

It was not eafy to decide whether it would 
have betn a prudent meafure, at this time, to 
attack Marfhal Pulawfjci, with whom Saba, 
with a confiderable body of troops, had juft 
formed a jun6lion j efpecially as the Ruffians 
were fo charged with prifoners -, but Suwo- 
row had learned the art of applying his 
meafures to the circumftances around him : 
'he accordingly ordered the infajitry to ad- 
vance 
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vance to the attack. They were no more 
than five miles from Krafnik, which was 
aftually befieged by the confederates, and 
was gallantly defended by three companies 
of the Su^al regiment. Hpwever, on the 
arrival of Suworow, the confederates difper-* 
fed themfelves in the woods, and he did not 
think it neceflary to attempt an engagement 
with them, 

Suworow had not been long returned to 
JLublin, when he was informed by General 
Weimar, that the confederates were taking 
pofitions round Cracow, and that they con- 
trived to cut off his convoys of provifions, 
though he had a ftrong Ruflian garrifon in 
the pl^ce. 

Accordingly, in the middle of May, the 
general put himfelf in motion, with four 
companies of grenadiers, a battalion of fu- 
fileers, eight field-pieces and mortars, five 
fquadron? of carabineers, &nd eighty Cpffacs^ 

He 
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He halted jipon the left bank of the Viftulji, 
but made no attempt to pafs it. In this po^ 
fition it feldom happened that a day pafled 
without being engaged with parties of con- 
federates, which were fometimes very nume- 
rous. On approaching the river Duneyetz, 
Suworow found the confederates in confider- 
able force. Accordingly, he thought it ne- 
ceflary to forni a battery, for the purpofe of 
comnjfinding a paflage ; but as the river was 
(deep, and the Ruffians were not fumifhed 
with pontoons, the grenadiers who firft zU 
tempted to pafs it, foijnd themfelves up to 
their necks in the water : Colonel Tfchepelow, 
however, difcovered a ford at a very fmall dif- 
Itance, and he conduced the cavalry over it^ 
under the proteftion of the battery, He im* 
mediately attacked the advanced pofts, the in^ 
fantry followed him, and the confederates fuf- 
gained a very heavy lofs. Some fquadrons of 
the enemy's dragoons had pofted themfelves 
on the mines pf Bclitfcha, and at firfl: made 
fpme refiftance, fcut when the infantry ar-p 

rived 
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rived, they retired to the neighbourhood of 
Cracow* 

Towards noon General Suworow proceed- 
ed to that city, where Colonel Drewiz com- 
,manded a regiment of Tfchugujewfki, a re- 
giment of the Don Colfacs, four companies of 
infantry, and as many of carabineers. As 
night approached, this body of- troops 
inarched to Tynez, a fortified town at the 
diftance-of a mile from Cracow. Drewiz 
was ordered to pufti forward, when he fell 
in with a numerous body, of confederate ca* 
valry, who were enjoying the fweets of fleep, 
nor did he difturb them ; but by the time 
the general arrived, they were all mounted, 
and at the moment of their departure. He 
immediately ordered the two firft companies 
of grenadiers to make an affault upon a re- 
doubt, defended by a hundred men, and 
two pieces of cannon. They foon got pof- 
feffion of it with fmall lofs, and put almoft 
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all the garrifon to the fwbrd ; but could only 
bring off one piece of artillery. 

. Here Suworow remained, and did not 
make an alfault upon Tynez, which was too 
well fortified to juftify fuch a proceeding; 
On the following day, he marched to Land- 
ikron^ and drew up his troops on the heights 
before the town, in order of battle, when a 
very fmart Ikirmifh immediately followed. 
The confederates, to the number of four 
thoufand, had their left wing fupported by 
Landfkron, and their right extended to the 
left of the Ruffians. In their front were a 
hundred and fifty chaffeurs, commanded by 
a French officer, and at the diftance of a 
quarter of a mile there was fome very rough 
ground. Suworow ordered the Coffacs of 
Tfchugujewfki to charge the chaflelirs, and 
Colonel Tfchepetow, with a fquadron of ca- 
rabineers, to fupport them. The Coflacs 
immediately flew to the attack, and a confi- 
derable part of the chaffeurs were left dead 

8 ^» 
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Oft the field* The a^ion was on the point 
of becoming general^ when the confederated 
began to give way : their right wing was the 
firft to retrejit, And the Ruffian cavdry puf- 
fued them for upwards of a mile, towards 
Biala, on the frontiers of Silefia. Five hun- 
dred men loft their lives on this occafion, 
amiong wh<Mn were the Marfhal Orzefcha of 
Lithuania, and the Prince Sapieha, of Great 
Poland* The Ruffians made two hundred 
prifoners^ and Marfhal Loffozld, of Warfaw, 
and Miarrteinfki, were of the number* The 
French Brigadier^General Dumourier, (fince 
become (j notorious, from his conduft in 
the early campaigns of the prefent war) was 
at the head c^ the confederates on this oc* 
cafion ; but foon quitted them, and returned 
to France* 

After this engagement* General Suworovif 
retained the Don Coffacs of Drewiz, in his 
fcrvice, and fet off on his return to Lublin« 
As he approached the little river Son, he 

paiTed 
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pafled near a wood, from whence he received 
a very brilk fire> but continued his route 
without returning it. Soon after, he met a 
part of the Warfaw confederates, confifting 
of five hundred dragoons and huflars. They 
charged the Ruffian cavalry with great bra- 
very, but were received fword in hand, and, 
after a vigorous rcfiftance, with fome lofs on 
both fides, were finally repulfed. 

During this time, Pulawfki, with two? 
thoufand men, had rendered himfelf mallei' 
of Zamofcie; from whence Suworow re- 
fblved to diflodge him. The Polifli marftial, 
however, did not wait for his arrival, but 
came out of the town to give him battle : 
but his troops were fcarcdy formed, when 
the Ruffian cavalry and Coflacs fell unex-* 
peftedly upon them, a^nd, after fome refift- 
ance, put them to the rout ; with the lofs of 
two hundred killed, and as many prifoners, 
among wham were eight officers. The gc- 
xier^ now returned to Lublin. 

At 
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At this period, the emprefs conferred on 
Major-General Suworow the Order of Saint 
George, of the third clafs, as a teftimony of 
the fatisfaftion fhe had received from his 
fcrvices. 

The outermoft poft on the left wing of 
the garrifon was at Sokal, on the river Bug, 
and confifted of fome fufileers, with two 
corporals, and half a fquadron of dragoons, 
under the command of a lieutenant named 
Wedeniapin* Some time before, Suworow 
had prefented him with a piece of artillery 
that had been taken from the Poles -, and he 
inftantly thought himfelf a great commander* 
He accordingly opened his campaign with- 
out orders, and marched by Lemberg to the 
fmall town of TomorlofF, where he com- 
manded — ^his dinner; but before he could 
complete the important fervice of eating it^ 
he was furprized by fome inhofpitable con- 
federates, led on by Colonel Novifld 5 and 
inftead of attacking his foup, he was obliged 

to 
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to defend himfelf. Though fome of the 
dragoons cut their way through the enemy, 
the greater part of his infantry were made 
mince-meat, and the reft, to the number of 
fifteen, furrendered as prifoners, and their 
gallant conimander ^long; with them* 

* About a month afterwards, Novifki, with 
a fuperb detachment of cavalry, confifting of 
a thoufand men, marched tp Krafnikj which 
was at no great diftance from the place where 
Suworow then was. At that time, the latter 
had fent feveral parties into Lithuania and 
Poland, as he frequently did, to prevent the 
confederates from reinforcing themfelves 5 fo 
/ that he bad but a very fmall force wi^lj 
him. 

On receiving intelligence of Novlfki-s ap-j 
proach, Suworow immediately detached two 
companies of infantry, with two figld-pleees, 
^ fquadron of carabineers, and Ibme Coffacs, 
1fln4cr the command of a fkld-officcr. It

was his wifh to have entrufted this bufinefe 
to Berghotz, a captain of cavalry^ and the 
only partifan who was then with him ; but 
he was not to be found at the moment when 
he was wanteds The field-officer, therefore^ 
marched againft Novilki, but not thinking 
himfelf fi^fficiently ftrong, he turned afide, 
and did aiQt choofe to riik an engage^ 
naentv 

Noviiki proceeded towards Krafhoftow, 
whef e there was a fquadron of cuiraffiers> 
wi|h. a company of fufilcers, and fome CoC- 
iaics. ^uworow detached fame fquadrons of 
cravaliy tc^ liarrafs him on his route, and then 
V?ent himfelfi with fix Coflacs, ^nA fome 
officers, to join the field-officer who has 
been already mentioned ^ and, as foon as \t was 
niglit, he fent Beftufchow, with a Coflac, to 
make enquiries in a neighbouring chateau* 
Noviiki was aftually there with a part of his 
people i but the mailer of the place favcd 
Beftufchow, by letting him thi^ough a gar- 
den- 
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den-gate, without being perceived ; and the 
latter haftened to a part of the wood which 
had been appointed, in order to make his 
report. 

About midnight, the general entered JCraf- 
tK)ftx)w, where he found the troops which hfc 
had ah-eady difpatched there 5 and, ha\dng got 
together all his people who had been can- 
toned in that place, with a twelve pounder^ 
he inftatitly departed, 

Novifld had now poftcd himfelf in a wood, 
about four miles to the right of Krafnoftow; 
and, about noon, the Ruffians came up witii 
him; when Suworow, paffing the bridge of 
a mill, at the head of his dragoons, begah 
the attack. The confederates defended 
themfelves with great bravery; but, af- 
ter a vigorous f efiftance, were difperfed and 
purfuedt 
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The Ruffian^general returned by Krafoof- 
tow to Lublin, and Novifki went back to 
Biala* A party of the confederates fell in 
with Kitriow, a Rulnan officer of dragoons, 
who, having been wounded in the late adlion, 
was now returning on a waggon ; but the 
Poles fufFered him and his fmall efcort to 
pafs on without interruption. 

In the beginning of the month of Auguft, 
the famous Kofakowfki, one of the corife* 
, debates who had taken refuge in Hungary, 
arrived in Lithuania, and, by his extraordi- 
nary talents and exertions, threw the duchy 
into a flame. He had coUefted a largq^body 
of recruits, and had exdited the. regular 
troops to revolt and join the confedera^r 
tion, . ' ■ ^ ' 

\ The Count Ofginlki, grand marfhal of 
Lithuania, came from Warfaw, in ordei tQ 
take tlie command. At the fame tim.e Ko- 
fakov/iki publiftied majjifbflos, admirably cal-r 
5 culated 
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t&bldted to influence the people to v/hom they 
Were addrefled -, and, though he conferred th^ 
title of marfhal on others, according to his 
good pleafure, he appeared tb Confider him- 
felf in thefe papers as nothing more than a- 
common citizen of Lithuania. He clothed 
the troops, which he had juft raifcd, in a 
black uniform. 

The Colonels Turing and Drewiz were 
detached againfl: this new confederation in 
Lithuania with upwards of two thoufand 
men, and a fufficient artillery equipment. 
A Ruffian corps had alfa arrived, under the 
com.mand of General Kafchkin, which was 
appointed to cover the frontiers of Lithua- 
nia. 'The Peterfburg legion was alfo can- 
toned, by battahons, in that dutchy. One 
of the>n, however, commanded by Colonel 
Abutchef, was furprifcd by the army of Li- 
thuania;, and, after a very brave defence, 
was obliged to furrender. This battalion' 
c^afifted of five hundred men, with fifteen 

F 3 . officers 
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officers, and two pieces of cannon. The 
Count Ogynfld received the officers at his 
own table, permitted them to retain their 
fwords, and indulged them to be on their 
parole. 

The lofs of this battalion foon reached 
General Suworow, at Lublin ; and he im- 
mediately began his march with two com- 
panies of grenadiers, an equal number of 
fufileers, a fquadronof carabineers, and fifty 
Coflacs. With this fmall body of troops, 
and with only two Licornes, he proceeded by 
Kozk to Biala, in Lithuania. He there re- 
inforced himfelf with the legion of Peterf- 
burg, commanded by Colonel Gaerner, one 
fquadron of cuiraffiers, and another of dra- 
goons, with two grenadier and fufileer com- 
panies, and fifty Colfacs 3 the whole of which 
did not exceed a thoufand men. With this 
force, he immediately proceeded to penetrate 

into the heart of Lithuania. 

--* 

-•^ Towards 
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Towards the clofe of the third day, he re- 
ceived accounts that the confederates were 
not more than four miles from him, in a 
very advantageous poft before Stalowiz. He 
well knew that he could depend upon his 
troops, who were enured to war, with all the 
fatigue and dangers attendant upon it. In the 
evening, therefore, they began their march, 
without beat of drum, and the infantry formed 
the advanced guard. It was a woody country 
through which they were to pafs; the fky 
was covered with clouds, the night uncom- 
monly dark, and, during a great part of it, 
they had no other guide but a light, which 
glimmered from the turret of a convent near 
the town of Stalowiz. Wh6a they were 
about half way, the patroles took four hu- 
lans prifoners, who ferved as guides for the 
remainder of it. 

As it is an open country immediately 
round Stalowiz, General Suworow, when he 
was within half a mile of the place, ranged 

F 4 his 
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his troop^- in lines. On the firft, was thd 
company of grenadiers diflributed on the 
wings ', near it were the companies of the 
Peterfburg legion, and, behind it, was the 
company of the fufileers of Naflebourg: the- 
two Licomes were in the centre. The fecond 
line was compofed of three fquadrons of; 
cavalry. The body of referve formed the 
the lafl", and confifted of a company of fufi- 
leers of Sufdal, and two platoons of cavalry^ 
who, with fome CoiTacs, were diflributed in 
the wings. 

The Ruffians proceeded till they found 
themfelvts by chance on the very back of the 
confederates, who were covered by a marlh, 
through which run a dyke, of about two. 
hundred yards in length, which they ap- 
proached in clofe ranks, and with the moft. 
cautious filence. Backul, with his detach- 
mcntj cut down the advanced fentinels; but 
his corps was, neverthelefs, difcovered by the . 
enemy, and received with a very brifl(. fire^ 

both 
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W)th of artillery and mufquetry. The gtc* 
nidier company of Sufdal, commanded by 
Major Kifelow, was forced to break the ene- 
Avy's centre, by falling inftantly upon it ; arid, 
though it was in a movement of great dan* 
ger, and accompanied with fome lofs, it was 
crowned with fuccefs. Three fquadrons rulh* 
ed into the opening that had been made, and 
employed their fabres on all fides with a moft 
deftru6live power^ The reft of the infantry 
foon came up, and the confederates being 
thrown into diforder, which was greatly en- 
creafed by the obfcurity of the night, were 
entirely routed and purfued into the town. 
Ahnibal ventured to conduft the Licornes 
acrofs the morals, but they funk in the mire, 
and the Ruffians were left without artillery. 
Captain Schuflel, with the company of Naf- 
febourg, attacked three hundred janiffaries, 
belonging to the. grand marfhal, in the 
town : they defended themfelves with great 
fpirit from the houfesj but, being re- 
inforced 
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inforced by a company of grenadiers, he fboit 
diipofed of the greater part of them. 

General Suworow was in the town as foon 
as it was hght, and perceiving a man run- 
ning towards a iioufe, whom he imagined to 
be one of his, own people on a fcheme of pil- 
lage, . he called him back ; when the man 
returned au anlwer in the Polilli language^ 
^nd inftantly difchargcd his piece at Wm, 
but without eitett. He proved to be one of 
the janiflaries of the grand marfhal. 

In the heat of the attack, the infantry had 
fcattered itfelf over the town, and before it 
could form, Schibulin ai rived with the re-^ 
ferved corps. The Ruffians, therefore, were 
mafters of the town. The five hundred 
men, of the legion of Peterfburg, which had 
been made prifoners, a {hort time before, 
were lodged in fome houfes on the market- 
place, whofe doors were barricadoed^ but 

they 
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they foon leaped from their windows and rc-i 
covered their liberty. 

The Ruffian cavalry had obtained every 
advantage in the open country; and, as fooa 
as it was broad day-light, the infantry march- 
ed out of the town, in good order, and at- 
tacked that of the grand marfhal. This en- 
gagement, which promifed to be decifive, was 
bravely contefted by the hoftile parties : at 
length, the Ruffian fufileers made an at- 
tack with the bayonet fixed; the reft of the 
infantry followed their example ; and, after 
a vigorous refiftance, the enemy's whole line 
gave way ; but, being very numerous, they 
retreated in good order. 

The Ruffian cavalry continued to gain 
ground, when General Beliak, at the head of 
a thoufand hulans, made a very vigorous at- 
tack ; many a Ruffian foldier was laid low 
by it, and feveral officers wounded ; but, at 
length, after a v6ry fevere conteft, Beliak 

loft

loit the day. On this occailon, the CofTacs 
diHinguifhed themfelves bv a courage and 
activity that nothing could refift. 

The army of Lithuania retreated to a fmall 
fliflance from the field of battle 3 and, Su-^ 
v/orow, having reformed his lines and re- 
pofed for art hour, made the ileceflary difpo- 
filion to march to Slomin, about four miles 
from the fcehe of his vi6lory. Prom his 
merous prifoners, and the five hundred 
6f the Peterfburg legion, v^^ho had recov 
their liberty, but principally from the g 
number of equipages and waggons, 
which had been taken, the train of 
worow's army formed a line of half a i 
in length. The booty was very confiderc 
dtid the foldiers divided no fmall qtontit 
gold and {ilv6r. The military chefl, w 
h:A been concealed for fome days by 
curate of the town, w^as at length difcovt 
i\i his houfe, and was found to contain th 
(]i:;ufand ducats. In the evening, the troop^ 

approached 
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jipproached Slomin; and, on the morrow, 
the general gave an entertainment to .th? 
field and other officers of rank who >yere hi^ 
prifoners. Colonel Turing, who was in the 
neighbourhqqd, came to offer his congratu-^ 
lations, but b^oyght no reinforcement with 
him. 

The wliole of the Ruffian force on this, 
Dccafion was from eight to nine hundre4 
men 5 of thefe, fourfcore were' left dead ox^ 
the field; and, one-half of thofe who fufir 
vived were in a wounded condition. The 
army of Lithuania^ which confiftecj of near 
five thoufand men, loft one thoufand by the 
fword, and {t\txi hundred prifoners, among 
whom were thirty field and other officers of 
rank, and the commanding general of the 
day. AH th? artillery of the confederates, 
which confifted of tvv'?lve pieces of' cannon, 
fell into the hands of the Hufiians, a? well 
?s feveral ftandards, with the batoon of com-* 
gjajid, and pther infignifl pf tie grand 

piarfha}^ 



marflial. The dragoons of Lithuania, who 
had not time to mount their horfes, loft the 
greater part of them, and they fervcd to 
mount the Ruffian infantry on their return. 
General Suworow gave a rouble, from his 
own private purfc, to every foldier Who had 
been engaged in this aftion. 

Soon after this important battle, the em- 
prefs fent him, as conqueror of the grand 
tnarfhal, the Order of Ale^tander Newfky, 
accompanied with the following difpatch ;— ^^ 

7*0 Major-'Genetal de Suworow. 

*' In recompenfe for the fervices which 
•^ you have rendered to us, as well as to 
" your country, by the entire defeat of th« 
^* Count Oginlky, chief of the Lithuanians, 
** who have revolted againft our troops, it 
" has pleafed us to name you Knight pi out 
•* Order of Alexander Newlky, whofe deco* 
<* ration we fend you, and which we oitlairt 

" you 
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*' you to take and wear. We hope that 
" thefe diftinguiflied teftimonies of ottr im-. 
" perial benevolence towards you will ferve 
" to cherifh your zeal, and that you will 
" confccrate your days to the advancement 
** of our fervice. In that expectation, we 
" aflure you of the imperial efteem of your 
" afFeftionate, 

Peterjburgj ♦^ Catherine."

General Siiworow was no fooner re- 
turned to Slomin, than he prepared, with 
the utmoft impatience, to fet out on frefli 
expeditions : leaving therefore his prifoners 
and heavy artillery within the walls of 
the town, he did not wait for returning 
day, but began his march in the middle of 
the night. He accordingly proceeded to 
Pinflc iri order to complete the difperfion of 
the confederates 5 and had to pafs through 
a marfhy country whofe roads were rendered 
almoft impaflfable, by the rains which had 
9 lately 
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Jately fallen. On his way he met an officef 
of the confederates, who was charged with 
conveying the ftrong box of his regiment, 
which had been well' replenifhed with du- 
cats j and he inftantly gave him a paflport 
for himfelf and the treafure to the place of 
his deftination. 

. He now publifhcd a declaration to the 
confederates, that if they would remam 
tranquil, he would not attack them; and 
they immediately feparated. General Beliak:i 
who was next in rank to Count Oginfky, 
whom the chagrin, occafioned by the lofs of 
the battle of Stalowiz, had induced to make 
a journey to Danzick, refufed to take the 
command of the confederate troops. He ex-i 
Cufed himfelf on account of his engagement 
with Suworow to undertake no enterprize 
whatever againft the Ruffians j nor woul4 
Jie have remained till that time in his canton^? 
xjicnts but in obedience to the orders of thq 
grand marfhal. Qrdhovflfkh who was fta-i 

tiQne4 
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tioncd neareft to the Ruffian frontiers oii the 
fide of Smolenfko, and had raifed many 
thoufand men, difmiffed his people; and 
feveral chiefs followed his example. 

There were at Pinfk many persons who 
belonged to the fuite of Count Oginlkyj 
whom the marfhal had not taken with him 
to the field ; while fome of his people had fled 
for refuge to the fmall iflands in the neigh^ 
bourhood of that place* They were all 
treated, by Suworow*s order, with a pro^ 
tefting attention ; and he took particulai* 
care, that the pofleffions of the maflhal 
Should not receive the leaft injuiy. He then 
marched to Br2efcie, where he took fome 
prifoners whom he left at Biala ; and, on his 
happy return to Lublin, he ordered Te Deufft 
to be fung, and celebrated his viftory with 
the accuftomediceremonies* 

In the pofthumous works of F^rederic the 

Great, we read a moil flattering eulogium

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on the lubjefl: of this important vi£torjrj 
which was obtained on the i ith of Sep- 
tember, 1 77 1. In fpeakirtg of the battle of 
Stalowiz, his Pruffian majefty counfcls the 
Poles never to hazard, a fecond time, a cx)n- 
teft with Suworow. 

Towards the end of the year there were 
fome engagements in the Palatinate of Rava, 
between Sabrowiki, a colonel in the fervice 
of the confederates, who commanded four or 
five hundred men, and Major-General Prince 
Gallitzin, who entirely routed them. When 
Sabrowiki was on the other fide of Pulawa, 
he was furprized by the Captain Archipaflbw, 
with the party he commanded : he was very 
ill-treated, and made prifoner with three of- 
ficers and forty men. He had fcarce fiir- 
Vendered himfelf when a chafleur, who was 
not oblerved, wounded him in the breafl: by 
a mufket (hot. He was a very gallant man, 
and univerfally regretted ; for he died in a 
few days, notwithftanding every means were 
8 employed 
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tmpioyed hy General Suworow to promote 
his cure at Pulawa. As a mark of his efteerri 
for the brave colonel, he reftored to their libera 
ty the three officers who we^e made prifoners 
with him/ 

Towards the latter end of January, 1772, 
a commiffary belonging to the Ruffian troops 
entreated a fecret audience of the general 5 
when he difcovered to him, that the French 
Field-Marfhal Viomenil, who fucceeded 
Brigadier Dumourier, had propofed a plan 
to take the caftle and city of Gracow by fur- 
prifci whi(;h had been approved and adopted 
by the general of the Confederates, at Biala^ 
To prove the truth of what he h^d ad-* 
yancedi he produced a letter from his 
brother^ who Was attached to the confede- 
ration ; and he employed every argument in 
his power to diffiiade the general from an ex- 
pedition he had commenced ag^nft Lithu- 
ania, to oppofe the invaiion of the confede- 
rates, which he reprefented as nothing more 
G 2 than 
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than a diverfion to draw Ms attention from 
Cracow. The general, however, gave not 
the leaft credit to the commiflary's infor- 
mation or opinion ; and he afted wrong; 
for he aflually loft feveral days, which 
were employed in a fruitlefs march to Li- 
thuania • 

He was no fooner returned to Lublin, 
than he inftantly collefted two fquadrons of 
dragoons with fome Coflacs, and two cohi- 
panies of infantry with field-pieces, and be- 
gan his march for Cracow. Near Koeliz, 
in the palatinate of Sandomer, he met General 
Count Branifki, with four regiments of hu- 
lans, and Lieutenant-General Grabowfki,. 
who ferved under him, with the Lithuanian 
regiment of dragoon guards. He imme- 
diately formed a jundtion ; and, taking with 
him the garrifon of Koeliz, which confifted 
of one fquadron, two companies, and fifty 
Coflacs, they proceeded direftly to Crai- 
cow. 



Lieutenant- 
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Lieutenant-General Bibikow, who had^ 
Ibmc months fince, been appointed to fuc- 
ceed General Weirnarn, at Warlaw, had 
cftablifhed at Cracow a large part of the re- 
giment of Sufdal, under the command of 
Colonel Stakelberg. This officer, who 
made, at Colberg, fuch a brave defence, 
had not of late manifefted the fame refo- 
Imion. At the entreaty of a lady of 
quality he withdrew a fentinel, who was 
polled before the common fewer of the 
caftle, becaufe the challenges, &c. which' 
were repeated during the night, near the 
lady's houfe, difturbed her flumbers. He 
contented himfelf with keeping up a piquet 
of thirty men and an officer in the caftle, 
where the artillery and regimental carriages 
were depofited. — ^The reft of the guard was 
compofed of workmen without arms, and 
amounted to about a hundred men, 

The confederates were informed of the 

def(?hcelefs ftate of the caftle and its feeble 

G 3 garrifon: 
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garrifon : they alfo knew that the fentinel 
had been withdrawn. Accordingly, in the 
night of the fecpnd of February, they made 
their approaches to it, in profound filence, 
with two battalions well armed, who were 
followed, at a certain diftance, by five hun^? 
died cavalry^ 'tht infantry wore their wliite 
fhirts over their yniforms, that they migh| 
not be obferved ainidfl: the fnowj and, creep-r 
ing upon their hands and knees^ they pene- 
trated the fewer, and by that p?tflage enterc4 
the caftle, with Captain Viomenil, nq)hew of^ 
the general of that name, at their head. Thq 
fmall piquet made all the reliftance i^ 
tJ^eir power ; but the men who compofed it 
were either cut down or taken prifoncrs, 
The cavalry fpon followed and entered the 
caftle by a gate whofe polrt-cullis the infantry 
had drawn up, — Colonel Stakelberg got tOr 
gether, in great hafte, a body of txpops, and 
attacked the caftle, but was repulfed witl^ 
fpme lofs, and Xhp confederates remained 
inafters of it. 

In 
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In the courfe of the following night, Su- 
worow arrived before Cracow, and imme- 
diately entered it. At break of day, a heavy 
column of the confederates fallied forth from 
the caftle into the principal flxeet of the 
town ; it fupported itfelf with great courage 
amidft a continual fire of fmall arms j but, 
after lofing a great number of men, was 
driven back. Fifty dragoons, led on by an 
officer with great ardour, made an attack 
upon the grand guard, who received them 
with bayonets fixed j but the greater number 
pf them were killed, and after ^ a conteft of 
two hours, they were repulfed with the lofs 
of a hundred men. 

The fame day Suworow made the circuit 
of Cracow on horfcback, accompanied by 
two Polifh generals. The Polifh troops, 
commanded by Branizki, preferved their po- 
fition on the other fide of the Viftula, and 
were in pofTeflion of a bridge of communi- 
cation, which was well protefted by a body 

of infantry. 

G 4 The 
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The caftle of Cracow is fituatcd on aii 
eminence, but has neither ramparts or fortifi* 
cations, and is without any defence but a 
thick and very high wall, with a ditch be* 
neath It is fupported by the walls of. 
the town which it commands. Troops 
were ftationed in the upper (lories and gar- 
rets of feveral houfes in the front of the 
caftle, and cannon were placed in fuch a 
manner as to be difcharged from the win-» 
dows. In the vacant parts of the town, 
entrenchments were thrown up, and parapets 
and redoubts were erefled. General Su-» 
worow then fent for the ancient Com- 
mandant Ocbfchelwiz, as a very experienced 
perfon, with the chaffeurs which he had 
qlpthed at his own expence, and confided to 
to his care the principal quarter of the city. 
The remaining part of it was entrufted tq 
the vigilance of three fieldrofficers. 

Thus the caftle was completely blockaded, 

The Ruffians, without reckoning th^ir horfe^^ 

9 ' hacl 
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had about eight hundred infantry; and the 
troops of the confederates in the caftle con- 
lifted of four hundred infantry, and five 
hundred cavahy* 

On!the third day, the commandant of the 
caftle difpatched a French officer to the 
Ruffian general, who was charged with the 
following ' propofitions ; 

I. He offered to give up a hundred pri- 
ibners, who were chiefly workmen of differ* 
cnt kinds, and who inhabited the caftle be- 
fore the blockade; biit this propofal was 
not accepted, 

II. He demanded that pcrmiflion might 
be given to the canons who officiated in the 
church, which was the burying-place of the 
Kings of Poland, to retire into the city, 
with their attendants, amounting, in all, to 
eighty perfons. This requeft was alfo re- 
fufed, in order to increafe the diflrefs of the 

garrifon 
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garrifon by fo many ufelcfs mouths. But, 
notwithftauding this refiifal, the ccclefiaftics 
quitted J;he caftk, at two diiFcrent timcs^ 
Thofe who made the firft efcape were only 
fired upon with powder, but the fecond 
party were more ferioufly treated, and fome 
of them were wounded. No farther at- 
tempts, therefore, were made of a j&milair 
nature. 

III. The officer alfo demanded certain 
medicines ; which were immediately granted^ 

The caftle was furnifhed with a plentiful 
magazine of provifions. There was a fuf- 
ficiency of hay and corn, as well as of wine^ 
brandy, fait, oil, and roots. It poffefled alfo 
afpringof excellent water; but there wa^ 
a dearth of meat. 

The befiegers themfelves were, in fom^ 
degree, blockaded in the town, by the nu^ 
merous bodies of confederates who occupied 

the 
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tht country, and againft whom parties were 
continually employed. The general^ there- 
fore, had the precaution to examine into 
the ftate of their provifions and forage; and 
he found tjiat they had an adequate fupply 
pf both. 

Soon after tiie fally, which has been al- 
ready mentioned, the befieged attempted a 
fecond, with four or five hundred men, who 
were conduced by a French officer; but 
were repulfed with the lofs of fifty of their 
p6ople. 

Bakalowitz, the king's engineer, a man of 
confummate experience, began to form a 
mine, at a hundred paces from the caftle, in 
very ftpny ground. Count Branizki pro- 
vided him, for the purpofe of opening the 
firft gallery, fifty excellent labourers, from 
the falt-pits of Willitfcha ; and, in a fhort 
time, a iecon^ was begun, to the left of the 
former. 

General 
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General Suworow, by the advice of Count 
Branizki, had pofted the beft company of the 
regiment of Siifdal in a building, in the 
immediate vicinity of the caille. At noon 
the general had retired to take a fhort repofe, 
when he vv^as foon difturbed by a great and tu- 
multuous noifej he, therefore, rofe iu an 
inftant, mounted his horfe, and haftened to 
difcover the'caufe. It vsras this company, 
w^hofe captain having been feized with a panic, 
were flying in great diforder, and were pur- 
fued by the enemy with great flaughter. 
The general exerted himfelf to the utmoft to 
flop the run-a-ways, and, having rallied 
them, forced them back with bayonet fixed, 
upon the confederates, who foon retired; 
The Ruffians, on this unfortunate occafion, 
loft thirty men. 

In cafe it fhould have been found ne- 
ceflaiy to raife the liege; all the captains 
were made refponfible for the fidelity and 
fafety of the inhabitants. The fuburbs were 

fubjcft 
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ubje6t to a fimilar regulation; and that 
part of the town which was inhabited by 
the Jews received orders to arm, and mount 
guard. Redoubts were alfo raifed upon the 
high-roads. 

General Branizki recommended an affaultj 
and his projeft was adopted. On the third 
of March, at two hours after midnight, the 
artillery, which were levelled from fome very 
folid edifices, near the caftle, began a dif- 
charge of fmall fhot, accompanied by a brifk 
fire of mufquetry, which the confederates 
returned with equal fpirit The columns 
advanced, and various attempts were made, 
but without effeft. In fhort, the aflault 
failed, and, at break of day, the fignal was 
given for a retreat. The Ruffians loft, in this 
unfuccefsful bufinefs, a lieutenant-colonel, 
feveral officers, and forty foldiers> and the 
wounded were not lefs than a hundred. 
The lofs fuftained by the confederates, ac- 
cording to the information of deferters, was 

equally 
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equally great: and m^^ny of their officer^ 
were feverely wounded* \ 

In the afternoon of the fame day, the 
commandant of the caftle requefted General 
Branizki to receive, into the town, a cap- 
tain of dragoons, who was dangcroufly 
wounded, and whofe father was a perfon in 
high eftimation with the King of France* 
This permiffion was granted, and the officer 
received with every mark of tendemefs 
and attention. He was a young man of 
about eighteen years of age, with a wound 
that threatened the moft fatal confequenccsj 
but he was treated with fo much care and 
(kill, that he was cured by the end of tlie 
fiege; when he returned to France, and to 
his father. 

The caftle of Tyniz, about a mile from 
Cracow, of which the confederates had pof- 
feffed themfelves, was furrounded with re- 
doubts, where they had a great part of their 

people. 
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people. The Count Branizki was ordered 
to march againft them with his hulans, and 
a party of Ruffian cavalry, which he did- 
with confiderable efFeft. 

The Ruffian troops began to want both 
powder and ball, and the lieutenant of ar- 
tillery,. Haaks, had conftrufted a powder-mill 
in the fubufb; but this refourcc was not 
fufficient for the requifite fupplies. Liisute- 
hant-Colonel Nagel was accordingly fent to 
Kofel, with a fmall party, in order to pur- 
chafe ammunition; and though the confede* 
rate parties were fcattered through the coun- 
try, he avoided them with great addrefs, and 
brought back a confiderable quantity of the 
neceffary ftores. 

In the courfe of the month of March, 
Lieutenant-colonel Michelfon,whocommand- 
ed a detachment behind Tynijs, was furpiized 
hy a party from the ganofim of that place. 
But his refblVltio^ was eq^ual to bis danger^ 

he 
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he completely repulfed the enemyj who were 
fuperior to hin\ in number, and brought a 
hundred prifoners with him to Cracow* 

Towards the clofeof the fame month, 
the general detached Michelfon, with a ftrong 
body of troops, to Ofwrezin, where the 
archives of the confederates were depofited. 
During the night, he contrived to get into 
the midft of the garrifon, killed a con-* 
fiderable part of it, and difperfed the reft« 
But he did not content himfeJf with getting 
poifeffion of the archives, he purfued his. 
advantages as far as Biala, upon the frontiers 
of Sileiia; and having driven from that place 
the pretended general confederation, who 
repaffed the frontiers, with great preci- 
pitation, he happily returned in fafety to 
Cracow. 

Some time afterwards, a confiderable num- 
ber of huiTars,. and confederate cavalry, ap* 
peared behind Tyniz, and on the near fide 

of 
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of the Viftula. They were the remains of 
the black Lithuanian troops, which had been 
coUefted by Kofakowiki ; and had made gres^t 
fpeed, in order to raife the fiege of the 
caftle of Cracow. The Count Jgranizki fent 
againft them a large party of his hulans : 
Lieutenant-Colonel Lang was alfo pofted at 
Schwerzanzy, between Tynez and Cracow, 
but, with no more than two fquadrons, of 
which his whole* force confifted, he was not 
in a condition to reftft the confederates, 
with a body of^ at leaft, a thoufand men., 
The hulans, alfo, could do nothing, but play 
off a few manoeuvres, of littje or no qffeS* 
Gett^ral Suworow, therefore, determined to 
march againft thefe confederate troops in 
perfon. He took with him two fquadrgns, and 
fome Coffacs, and ordered an eqijal number to 
fpllow him. He found the hulans and Lang's 
fquadrons manoeuvring a retreat. Th^t offi- 
cer had been forced to give way, and the black 
troops were prefling upon him with redoub- 
ltd ftepg, The general obferved, that the qb- 
VOL. I. If jeft, 
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jfe£t of the enemy was not to fight, but to 
get to Cracow ; and he refolved to prevent 
them. He accordingly ordered his cavalry 
and Coffacs to charge, Lang's fquadrons 
and the hulans followed, and they had 
•broken through the enemy, before the other 
troops were arrived. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Lang received orders to cut off the retreat of 
the confederates ; and he at length preffed 
them fo clofe, that a great part of them were 
driven into tlie Viftvila, and perifhed. 

In this engagement Suworow had a very 
narrow efcape. Iil the heat of the aftion, a 
confederate officer rufhed upon him, and, 
having difeharged both his piflols, made a 
blow at him with his febre, which the gene- 
ral parried with his own. At this moment a 
cuiraffier arrived, andilruck the officer from 
his horfe. 

Thus the remainder of the Lithuanian con- 
federates were difperfed. A hundred men 

were 
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were left on the field of battle, .thfce hundred 
were drowned in the river, fifty were made 
prifoners, and the reft difappearedj and were 
never heard of more. , 

In the beginning o^ April, the general re-* 
ceived a twelve pounder from Warfaw, and 
as he had already tWo licornes^ which carried 
eight pounders, four three pounders, and 
eight mortars. Lieutenant Haaks ere6led a 
battery on one of the ftrongeft edifices in the 
front of the principal gate of the caftle, 
. without being obfcrved by the garrifon. He 
alfo added a mortar, capable of throwing a 
ball of a hundred weight; and, as foon as the 
battery was completed, it began to play 
upon the caftle. The apartments were fre-* 
quently feen in flames, as Well as a magazine 
of hay, but they Were as often extinguiftied* 
A bomb fell on the'houfe of the commandant 
.which made great havock; the Wall on the 
fide of the gate began to totter,'and a breach 
was formed in the church, which was fup- 
H z ported 
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ported by the wall of the caftle. The tw^ 
galleries of the mine were completed, and it 
only\remained to charge them. 

The garrifon of the caftle were not only 
without flints, which had been confirmed in 
their various fallies, but were reduced to the 
diet of horfe flefh. This circumftance was 
known from certain difpatches, delivered up 
by an officer who had been taken prifoner, 
as he was carrying an account of the wretch- 
ed ftate of the garrifon, both as to proviiions 
and health, from the commandant to Gene- 
ral Viomenil, and requefling immediate re- 
lief. 

The count availed himfelf of this intelli- 
gence, and, on the next day, fent Captain 
Weimarn, of the cavalry, to the caftle, with 
a definitive declaration to the French officers, 
that every preparation was made for an af- 
fault, and if the garrifon did not furrender^. 
it would be put to the fword. 

5 0» 
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On the eighth of April, when the night 
Was ah'eady far advanced, the French Briga- 
dier Gahbert prefented himfelf before the 
entrenchments, and demanded fafe conduct 
to the general: he was accordingly intro- 
duced with the ufual ceremonies. Suwo- 
row gave him a very civil reception 5 and, af- 
ter a fhort converfation, didtated to him the 
principal articles of the capitulation, which 
contained more advantageous conditions than 
the French brigadier had ventured to pro- 
pofe i-— ^who was now recondu6led, under a 
propw efcort and every becoming attention, 
to the caftle* 

On the following day, the fame officer re-» 
newed his vifit at ten in the mornmg j and, 
after he had been ferved with breakfaft, be- 
gan to ftart difficulties refpefting certain ar- 
ticles of the capitulation. This condoi^ de- 
'termined the general to grant lefs than he 
had originally propofed, and to aflure him, 
at his departure, that, if he returned without 
H 3 baving.

having accepted the articles as they afhially 
were, other and lefs favourable conditions 
Would be propofed and fupported. That 
very night, however, Brigadier Galibert re- 
turned once more, to accept, in the name of 
the garrifon, all the conditions that had been 
offered to it, 

' The principal articles of capitulation were 
afe* follows : 

I. The garrifon ihall deliver up their arms 
V^itliin iht waits of the caftle, and leave it in 
diftinft platoons of a hundred men, 

IL The lives and property of the garrifpn 
ihall be fffoteaed, 

Hit Tfite French tropps, whp form a part 
of the gafrifori, fhall furrender themfclves 
only as prifoners, but not as prifoners of 
^^r, becaiife, there beiri^ no war |)etwcen 
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the powers of RufTia and France, no ex- 
change of prifoners can take place. 

IV. The French troops, which are undej: 
the command of General Viomenil, fhall be 
transferred to Lemberg, thofe of Dumourier 
to Biala, in Lithuania, and thofe of the Por 
lilh confederates to Smolenfkp. 

V. All the regalia of the crown, and other ' 
cflFefts in the caftle, ftiall be reftored to th^ 
commiffaries of his Polifti majefly. 

On the following morning, the king's comi^ 
miflaries entered the caftle, and found the 
jewels of the crown properly difppfed in ^ 
cabinet, which had been enclofed in a wall, 
during the fiege ; and the other effefts Aver?. 
in good condition, 

It was now holy week, and the garrifon 
maixhed out of the caftle on the i 5th of April, 
which wjis Eafter-day, according to the terms 

H 4 of 



of the capitulation. The two brigadiers, 
Galibert and Choifi, as well as fome othei" 
French officers, had the crofs of St. Louis 3 
ahd when Monfieur de Choifi prefented his 
fword to Suworow, he put it afide. ^^ 1 can-' 
" not," faid he, ^' receive the fword of a gal- 
** lant man, in the fervice of a king, whe 
'^ is the ally of my own Sovereign," and 
they immediately embraced. 

The jprincipal officers Were not only treats 
ed with kindnefs, but entertained with mag- 
hificence previous to their departure. The 
Count Branizki invited them to dine with 
him, and gave them a fumptuous entertain^ 
ment. Major Sanfow ZafTeki was charged 
alfo to do the honours of a dinner to the 
other officers, in a palace prepared for their 
reception. The general quitted table to make 
the neceffary difpofitions for the conveyance 
of all his prifoners to Lublin. A Coach was 
. procured for the two brigadiers, and other 
carriages were appointed for the reft of the 

officers. 
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officers. The cavalry received fuch of theif 
horfes as remained, and farmers waggons 
were collefted for the other prifoners. ' The 
general ordered the major on duty to take 
care that every poffible attention, fhould be 
paid to them on their route. They were 
efcorted by four companies of infantry, and 
two field-pieces,, two fquadrons of ckvalry, 
and fifty Coflkcs, commanded by Colonel 
Idagien ; and the march was covered by a 
fefen^ed detachment of almoft equal force, 
commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Michel- 
fon, to whom he gave the principal charge* 

The prifoners were about a thoufand, a 
third of whom w^ere cavalry, with near fifty 
bfficers of rank. The lofs of the Ruflians^ 
during the fiege, was two hundred killed, 
and about four hundred wounded, 

Theii: progrefs was not interrupted : not 
one of the different parties of confederates, 
v^ho infeiled the country, had the courage 

ta 



to attack the efcort ; fo that the whole ar- 
rived fafe at Lublin ; from whence the pri- 
foners w^ere fent off to their refpe6tive defti-' 
nations. 

Suworow was impatient to continue his 
operations ; and without waiting for the re- 
turn of the efcort to Cracow, though he had 
but a fmall body of troops, detached the 
principal part of them againft Zator, a fmali 
fortified town, about fix miles from Cracow, 
on the banks of the Viftula. They furprized 
the garrifon, and, without effufion of blood, 
brought away the commandant, with his of- 
ficers, and two hundred prifoners. But, be- 
fore they quitted tl^e place, they blew up the 
works, which v/cre defended only by twelvq 
lifdefs pieces of artilleiy , 

A fmall corps of obfervation ferved to 
overawe the towns of Tyniz and Lahdfkron 
till the detachment, which has been already 
mentioned, returned from JLrUblin: but it 

was 
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was no fooner arrived, and he had received a 
fupply of cannon and ammunition from 
Rofel,. than the general proceeded to inveft 
Tyniz in form. In the mean time, the 
troops of the emperor arrived in this canton, 
and made themfelves mailers of Landfkron, 
Snworow therefore abandoned Tyniz to them, 
and, having withdrawn his artillery, re-r 
turned to Cracow, 

Several of the confederate chiefs at length 
fubmittcd, and abandoned their party. Co- 
lonel Mofchinfki, of Sandomir, prefentcd 
himfelf on parole to Suworow, gave in his re- 
fignation, and difmiffed all thofe who were 
pnder his command, Marfhal Mafowizki did 
the fame, by deputation. The famous Ma- 
jor-General Schutz came in perfon with the 
remains of his fine troops of Radzewill, 
forming at this time a body of a thoufand 
men, the principal part of whofe officers 
were foreigners, and had ferved in different 
^r plies. He capitulated on very advantage- 



6us cohditions, and the general treated him 
as his friend. His people were all difbanded, 
with a fatisfai^Vory gratification* 

. The PrUiIian^ had alfo marched againft 
the confederates, and the three allied powers 
completed their defign of poffe J.ng them- 
fdves of certain provinces of Poland. 

Tranquillity being reftored in Poland, the 
Rxiflian trdops were withdrawn from that 
kingdom^ except a few regiments^ who 
were ordered to join the army, commanded 
by Count Romanzow, againft the Turks. A 
fhort time before, the Lieutehant-Generals 
Romanus and Elmpt arrived in Poland, with 
a bpdy of troops in a complete ftate of 
equipment. The firft pafled by Li^thuania, 
on the fide of Lublin, and the latter remain-* 
cd there. 

Thus ended the cailipaigns againft the 
confederated in iPoland, where General Suwa- 
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row lerved during four years without ihtcr-^ 
ruption. Independent of the numerous in,^ 
ferior aftions and multiplied fkirmiflies, in 
which his courage was always difplayed, and 
his military capacity never failed to appear ; 
he was covered with glory by the vi<3:ory of 
Stalowiz, and the capture of Cracow ; which 
gave the promife of that bi illiant career that; 
he has linc§ run, 

In the month of September, he was attacht. 
ed to the (;prps of General Elmpt, which, on 
account of the aftual lituation of Sweden, 
was ordered to Finland, by the way of Pe- 
terfburg. In the courfe of the autumn it 
took its departure, and by ordinary marches, 
arrived in the winter at Peterfburg. The 
regiments deftined for Finland traverfed tlie 
city in great parade ; but General SuvNorow 
remained with bis divifipn in the capital. 

In February, 1773, he was employed on 
th^ 4uty af infpefting the frontier? of Fin^^ 

land* 
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land. He took his route by Wyboufg, Kex-* 
holm, and Neufchott, towards the frontiers 
of Sweden, where he was determined to re^ 
main unknown. He found all clafTes of 
people, the clergy, the nobility, the burghers% 
and the whole militia of the country preju^ 
diced againft the new conftitution* He re-* 
duced all he heard and faw to writing ; and, 
on his return to Peterfburg, made the necef- 
fary communications. 

Towards the fpring, the congrefs of the 
Turks, at Soczan, feparated 3 the truce was 
at an end,''--and it appeared as if war would 
be rekindled. General Suworow now re- 
ceived orders to join the army in Moldavia, 
where he ferved under the Field-Marftial 
Romanzow* 
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CHAP. IIL 

tafi' FIRST WAR AGAIJJST THE TURKS, UK- 
DER FIELD-MARSHAL ROMANZOW, IN THfi 
YEARS 1773 AND 1774* 

General Suworow, in the beginning 
of May, 1773, arrived at Jafly, and prefent- 
ed himfelf to Fidd-Marfhal Roman zow, who 
had then fixed his head- quarters at that 
jdace, the capital of Moldavia. On the 
third day after his arrival, he proceeded to 
join the corps of Walachia, to v/hich he was 
attached : it was commanded by Lieutcnant- 
General Count Soltikow, and was encamped 
before Tchurfchebo. He reconnoitered the 
furrounding country, and went the follow- 
ing day to the convent of Nigojefchti, where 
he received his detachment. It conlifted of 
regiments of carabineers and Aftracan in- 
fantry. 
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fantry, with four field-pieces, and aboirt 
a hundred Coflacs of the Don, under their 
brave officer Seminkm. There were alfo 
feventeen boats provided for the fervice of 
the detachment. 

Nigojefchti is fituate at the diftanci of a 
rnile and a half from the Danube : Turtu- 
kay is upon the right bank' of that river 3 
and to the right of the convent runs the 
Arbifch, which flows into it. Near its mouth 
fome heavy pieces of artillery had been le- 
velled on the oppofite bank, ^vhich not only 
defended the river, but commanded a part 
of the country on the other fide of it, and 
had often compelled the Ruflians to tcp 
tire. 

At this place, the Danube is upwards of 
^ mil^ in breadth, with very fteep banks j 
imeverthelef:. General Suworow determined to 
^rm all his boats, each of which was capa- 
ble of containing from twenty to thirty 
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ttieii, at^d sittempt a defeent on the right fitk 
oi ^ river. With t$iis view he or<kre4 
ibldieft to be employed as rowers, and made 
them pra6i:ife under the direftion of Lieute- 
nant Palkin. It was alfo neceffary that the 
1x)ats (houid be tf anfported upon carts drawn 
hy oxen, and without being perceived, td 
the diftance of a mile down the river; where 
there was a commodious pkee for embark- 
ing the troops. 

Every thing being in feadinefk, thede-^ 
tachmaii, confifting of four compames of 
infantry, a regiment of carabineers, and a 
iiundred CoiTacs, began its march in the 
jdarkeft part of the night* The armed boate 
defcended the Artifch, and the carriages pro^ 
ceeded along the fide of the bank in a 
'lioUow way, whi<;h was covert by thickets* 

When the wiiole party and their equipage 
-Was arrived at the place appointed, the ge:- 
neral determined to remain there till the fol- 
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lowing night. He accordingly wrapped his 
cloak round him, and lay down, at a fmall 
diftance from the river, to get a little repofe; 
but, juft before day-break, he unexpeftedly 
heard the cry of Allah ! very near the fpot 
where he was. He inftantly arofe, and per- 
ceiving a body of Spahis, or Turkifh horfe, 
coming towards him with uplifted fabres, 
he had only time to leap on his horfe, and 
to gallop off with all poffible fpeed. 

Seminfki inftantly led on the Coffacs to 
attack them 5 but with all his bravery he 
could not withftand their onfet, and was 
obliged to retire. They then menaced the 
regiment of carabineers, when the general 
ordered two fquadrons to fall on them fword 
in hand i. and they, in their turn, were now 
compelled to give way, arid were purfued to 
the banks of the Danube > when, throwing 
themfelves into their large boats, they hafti- 
ly efcaped. The Ruffian infantry was at 
fome diftance, and had no Ihare in this en- 
gagement* 
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gagement. The Tlirks, who had upwards 
of four hundred men, left four fcore on the 
field, and a few prifoners, among whom 
was their Bini-bacha, an aged and venera- 
ble man. 

This was the firft acquaintance thatSu- 
worow made with the Turks, to whom the 
very name of this warrior is fince become fo 
formidable. The advantage, which he ob- 
tained in this aftion, feems to have been a 
prelude to the numerous viftoiies he has 
fmcc obtained over the Ottoman arms. 

The Ruffians having been difcovered, the 
general, extended his obfervations on the 
environs, and changed his plan. He ordered 
the carriages to return, and, the following 
night, embarked his infantry on the Artifch, 
in order to proceed to its conflux with the 
Danube. A hundred light carabineers, with 
their colonel, and the Coflacs, fwam down 
the ftream after them ; a fcrvice of no fmall 
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rilk; ^ut was attended, on this occafion, 
widi the lofs only of a few men and horfes. 

A defceht was now made on the right 
bank of the Danube, imder a very fevers 
fire of Turkifh artillery j and Major Reh- 
hcck was immediately ordered to get pdflef- 
^fion of a red^Jubt on the right, wliich cover- 
ed the Turkifh flotilla. Lieutenant Mauri- 
now, wlio had formed his company In a 
follow fquare, received orders \o make him- 
Telf 'mafter of a limilar redoubt on the left. 
The centre, commanded by'ColonelBatturin, 
came at once upon an empty redoubt, and, 
advancing onwards, enclofed an entrench- 
ment : a lieavy piece of artillery, wfiich had 
l>een fixed in the road, on being, difcharged 
turft in feveral pieces, wounded a confider- 
able number, and, among the reft, the ge- 
neral himfelf received a very, fevere blow on 
his right leg. Nor was this all, for a ja- 
niflai y aimed a ftroke at hisT^reaft, which 
he fortunately parried, and was not repeat- 
ed. 
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cd, as the Turks wei'e immedmtely driven 
from the entrenchment^ ajid left it to the 
pbffeflion of the Ruffians. 

It was now an object of importance to 
gain a height, which was at a fmall dif- 
tance, commanded all the country, and had 
not been fortified by the Turks. The Ruf^ 
fians hurried thither, and, when they were 
arrived, the general commanded a halt. 

The cavaliy and the Coflacs purfued the 
TurkSj^ as well as the dulk of the evening 
would allow them. Rehbeck had the good 
fortune to feize the flotilla; and Maurinow, 
after having taken a redoubt, made himfelf 
mafter of Tuf tukay. 

As it was not permitted to any one to pil- 
lage on his own account, Suworow ixad 
made a regulation^ that,- wb re pillage vas 
allowed by the laws of war, four perfoas 
ihould be appointed to that fervice fl.oni 
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every battalion, and that the whole. Ihould 
partake of the booty. 

He remained about an hour upon the 
hill, where he ordered the watchword, and 
other military fignals, to be continually re- 
peated. The day, at length, began to ap- 
pear. 

Lieutenant - General, afterwards Prince 
Potemkin, who was encamped in front of 
Silillria, had promifed to fend, by his boats, 
two thoufand Coflacs of Saporochi; but 
they did not arrive till feveral hours after the 
combat was concluded. 

On a fignal given, the Ruffian troops re- 
turned to the banks of the river 5 and ha- 
ving embarked, took feveral Turkifh boats, 
with fix brafs cannon, and eight heavy pieces 
of artillery. The latter were funk in the 
Danube, as there was not time to bring them 
away. Turtukay was in flames -, and, about 
9 ten 
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ten o'clock, a large magazine of powder blew 
up, whofe explofion was heard throughout 
the furrounding country* 

Immediately after the vidory, General 
Suworow difpatched an account of it to 
Field-Marfhal Romanzow. The ftyle of the 
relation is truly laconic and original, and 
dilplays, in fome degree, the charafter of 
the writer. The following is a feeble tranf- 
lation of it, 

" Honour and glory to God ! Glory to 
*i you, Ramanzow ! We are in pofleffion of 
Turtukay, and I am in it. 

SUWOROW." 






As a recompenfe for this viftory, the em- 
prefs tranfmitted to him the crofs of the 
order of Saint George, of the fecond clafs, 
with the following letter :

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To our Major 'General de Suworow. 

The bravery and heroifm of which you 
" have given fuch a brilliant example, in 
^^ the conduft of the detachment entrufted 
"to your command, at the fiegc and affault 
" of Tui'tukay, render you worthy of foitw

*< favour ; In conformity, therefore, to the 
" ftatutes of the military order of Sairtt 
*' George, which we have inftitoted, we 
^* gracioufly name you to be a knight of

" accompany this letter, and to fufpend it^ 
^^ crofs frpra yqur neck, according to our 
" inilitution. We are pleafed to encourage.

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' When the- troops had reached the left bank 
of the Danul)e, they eiijeyed a fliort repofe 
in a fmall valleys and, in the courfe of tiie 
night, returned to their camp, near the 
convent of Nrgojefchti, This happened on 
the tenth of May. 

' This viftoiy coft the Ruffians fixty meii 
IdHed, aind one hundred and fifty wounded. 
The Turks loft four large, and fix' finall, 
^andards. Their troops, which were chiefly 
infantry, amounted* to four thoufand men. 
Th^ir fine flotilla, which fell into the power 
of thd Ruffians, cohfifted of fifty boats and 
trading veffels. The foldiers made a cbn- 
fidtrable booty in eftefls, as well as in gold 
and filver : and, when they afterwards attend- 
ed divine fervice for public thankfgiving^ 
they prefented the priefts with roubles and 
jrieces* of gold. 

A new railed regiment of CofTacs, con- 
fifting of three -hundred and fifty men; na- 
tives 
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fives of Poland, and commanded by Major 
Cafperow> reinforced Siiworow's detachment. 
-^The general now employed himfelf in the 
continual exercife of his troops, and in for- 
tifying the convent of Nigojefchti. 

In the month of June, he was attacked 
by a violent fever, vvhich obliged him to 
go to Buchareft for the recovery of his 
healtli. 

The grand army, commanded by Field- 
Marfhal Romanzow, pafled the Danube in 
the month of July, and encamped before 
Siliftria. — At the fame time, General Weif- 
mann paffed the river near Ifmail, beat the 
Turks three times in the courfe of his march, 
and effedled a junction with the main army. 

The Turks received a reinforcement be- 
fore Turtukay, and fortified themfelves in a 
more fkilful maimer than they had hitherto 
done. General Suworow, though he was 

by 
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by no means re-eftablifhed in his health, let 
off to join his detachment, which, during 
his abfence, had received no great addition to 
its numbers. The battalion of Nifow, con- 
lifting of two hundred men, with the regi- 
ment of Coflacs of the Don, commanded 
by Colonel Leonow, and two hundred Ar- 
nauts compofed the whole of his late rein- 
forcements.— He armed the regiment of ca- 
rabineers with mufkets from Buchareft, and 
}iad them inftruCled in the manual difcipline 
of the infantry. Majpr Count Mellin had 
under his orders at Buchareft three hundred 
recruits, whom he was employed in forming 
%o every duty and exertioxi of the foldier's 
life. Mellin came afterwards to Nigojefchti; 
the general followed ^him j and, in a fhort 

time, proceeded on a fecond expedition. 

► ■ ' . # 

He ordered his flotilla to prcicee4 empty 
down the Artifch, and to come to off the left 
bank of the Danube. He left two hundred 
jfuen in garrifon at Nigojefchti to keep clear 

the 
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the right bank of that river : at the fame 
time^ he ereded a battery of fix cannon on 
the left bank, aijd entrufted its defence t^ 
Colonel Norow, with ttsro Companies, two 
Iquadrofts,, and a pew raifed tegijnent of 
Coflacs, that the Turks might not furprisse 
c?r turn it. Tte detachment, deftined fot 
embarkaticm, confiftod of froia fixteen t^^ 
eigiiteen hundred men. 

They b^gan their niarch in the early part 
bi th^ liight ;. if was at fifft very cloudy and 
febfcwe, but the moon appeared as they ap^ 
f)roa«hed-^e bank^ which rendered it necef-* 
fery for tliem t6 retire to a hiding-place, 
that they fnight riot be perceived from thd 
^ppofitefidd of the ri^er. — Thi lAoon, how- 
ever, •foon'lftiiired, when the march was re-» 
newefl, and at midnight they arrived at the 
place where they were to embark. 

The flotilla was diftribtrted into three di- 
vifi6ns> under the Colonels Baturin^ Mellin, 

and 






%nd Mefchetlki, who commanded the in- 
fantry 3 while file fquadrons ef horfe and 
the Coffacs of the Don fwam acrofs the 
river. 

Though it was very ternpeftuous, Baturia 
effefted a defcent on the right •baiJc,^ and 
drove the Turks Frorii~an entrenchment of 
which he had received information . He. im- 
mediately gave the fignal of his fuccefs^ and 
halted there, inftead of pufhing forwards to 
attack another which was of-ftill greater im- ^ 
portance. — ^The general was ftill on tlie left 
bank to fuperifitend the embarkation. — As 
' he fufpefted that all was not right on the 
oppofiteiide of the river, and that there was 
tio time to Ipfe in taking advantage of the 
night, he at once refolved tp embark with the 
ifecond divifion, which the force of the cur- 
rent carried a quarter of a jnile too low.- — 
Suworow was ftill in fo languid a ftate 
that he cDuld not walk without the fupport 
of two men j and his voice was fo weak tliat 

it 
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it was abfblutely neceflary fqr an officer to 

be always by his fide to repeat his com- 
mands. 

He now returned up the river under its 
right bank, and difembarked his people 
near the town of Turtukay, which he had 
lately burned, though there flill remained a 
confiderable number of houfes j and he was 
obliged to pafs through a part of its ruins.— 
At the dawn of day feveral bodies of armed 
Turks appeared^ whom he did not think 
proper to attack, as his principal object was 
to efFe£t a" jun6lion with the battalion of 
NifTow, under Colonel Baturin, which he 
happily efFefted ; and, without reproaching 
that officer fqr his late error, he immediately 
difpatched Major Rehbock, with three com- 
panies, to attack the important entrench- 
ment, which Baturin had neglefted, and the 
troops followed. The Amautes had been 
already detached with orders to get unper- 
' ceived behind the Turkifh camp, and b/ 

^ their

their outcries and man«uvres to fill it with 
alarm and confufion, 

Rehbock took pofleffion o£ the entrench- 
ment, ^ and the whole body of infantry fooii 
eftablilhed themfelves in it. It was fituate 
on the very height which has been men- 
tioned in the detail of the former battle. 
At day light it was found to be on an 
eminence that commanded the whole coun- 
try. The entrenchment, indeed, was not 
completed : the parapet wa^ not fufRciently 
elevated, the ditch had not the AecefTary 
depth, and the entrance was not fortified. — 
The area, however, was fo extenfiye, that 
the whole body of infantry, with the ,foot 
carabineers, could dilplay themfelves at large 
in it. — ^No Turks wgre vifible in the other 
entrenchments, 

A party of carabineers having fet out on 
a pillaging party without orders, the Turks 
fell upon, and purfued them ; and, before 

they 



they -GcHild recover themfelves, the whofe 
Turkilh army, confifting of feven thoufand 
men, quitted their camp, and proceeded to 
-attack the entrenchment.-^^It was ahout fix 
in the morning. 

The Turfcifli infantry poftcd themfelves 
behind the hedges, where^they didconfiderable 
-xnifchief : and the cavalry ritfhed on towards 
-Ahe entrenchment. As the parapet was low, 
'the Ruflians were under the necefllty of 
firing on their knee§. — Tl^ey had indeed 
taken f8me cannon, l>ut ^s there were no 
-artillery men with them, they were, for the 
prefent, altogether ufelefs. 

In the mean time, ,the Ruffian rear guard 

advanced, with one field-piece, which the 

current of the river had driven to a confide-* 

rable diftance from the place where they had 

-'been ordered to difembark. This fingle 

., cannon proved to be of great fervice, as 

the Turks were without artillery : but the 

8 principal 
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fv^-^'^iCjpal mifchief was jjroduCed by the bat- 
cctj oil the kft bank of the- Danube, Though 
the Turks had been continually repulfed in 
their attacks on the entrenchments, they re- 
turned as often with renewed impetuouty. 

The a^Vion had now lafted two hours, 
when the Turkifh horfe reaffembled in great^ 
numbers, and attacked with the fierceft ardor 
the unfortified entrance of the parapet. The 
Bacha, who commanded them, appeared in 
rich array at their head ; but, as they ap- 
proached, he received a (hot in hb breaft, 
which a ferjeant of chaneurs had difcharged 
at him, and, with a loud fcream, fell fronj 
his horfe. His people inftantly furrounded 
kim, when a body of fifty CofTcCs brok« 
through the midil of then\, and though the 
Turks exerted the moll confummate bravery 
to fave their chief, a Coflac completed hi« 
liite by the ftroke of a ianec. 

. VOL. I. K Thus 
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Thus died Sary Mcchmed Bacha, the fecond 
in command of the famous All Bey, of Egypt, 
whom he afterwards betrayed 5 a man alike 
diftinguifhed for his courage, his ftrength, and 
his beauty. His people, though they were 
confounded, did not difperfe, but continued 
the combat during an hour ; and, though 
compelled to retreat, difdained to fly. 

At length, in order at once to terminate 
the conteft, General Suworow, commanded 
Captain Bratzow to lally from the entrench- 
ment, with a column or two companies of 
grenadiers, fix men in front, and to fall upon 
the Turks ; but that brave officer met with 
a powerful refiftance, fuftained confiderable 
lofs, and was himfelf mortally wounded: 
not^yithftanding fuch a difcouraging circum-^ 
ftance, the column pufhed onward? and 
the Turks were repulfed. At this moment, 
the whole force of the entrenchment came 
forwards, when the Turkifh army was com- 
... ^ ^ ; pletely 



pletely routed, and the Ruffian cavalry were 
ordered to purfue them* * - ' -- 

.Suworow now mounted his horfe> and 
proceeding to an elevated fpot, took a view 
of the camp from whence the Turks had 
iffued to attack the entrenchment, and where 
it appeared that they had left but a few fcat- 
tered troops to proteft it. He therefore or- 
dered a body of infantry to haften thither 
with all fpeed, and poflefs themfelves of the 
artillery, while he followed with the reft of 
his forces. He formed them into three fides 
of a fquare, and covered the wings with his 
cavalry, in order to receive the Turks with 
advantage, if they (hould be induced to at- 
tack him 5 but they continued their retreat 
and left theit camp to the conquerors. On 
this occafion the Ruffian Ibldiers divided a 
very rich booty, 

• Four-and-twenty large veffels, called 
fchaicks> were alfo feized by the Ruffians ; 

K z thy 
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they were Icctired in (hallow water, and the 
accefs to them defended by palifades. It em- 
ployed fevcral hours, and required no com- 
ibon exertions to difengage them. As the 
general confidered thi3 poll of little eonfe- 
^uence, he gave orders for an immediate ri- 
Pim. The .Ruffian infantry accordingly em- 
barked on their flotilla; while the cavalry, 
went oh bokrd the fchaicksi with the artil*^ 
fery which had been captured, and the whoU 
force proceeded to that part of the left bank' 
of the river, where the battery^ compianded 
by Colonel Norbw, had been erected. — There 
they fixed thrir camp. 

In this aftion, which t3ook pkce on the 
27th of July, the Turks loft a thoUfand men^ . 
and eighteen brafs cannon^ which had never 
been employed.

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conJiderable lofs. — ^Here General Suworow 
had a conference with Count Soltikow, whofe 
corps lay before Schurfch, on the fubjed of 
an enterprize on Rufcheluck j but the pro- 
jeft was defered on account of the unfuc- 
cefsful attempt on Siliftria, the intelligence 
of which, had now reached them. The ge- 
neral, thereiFore, returned to his former poflr, 
and the flotilla entered into the Artifch* 

In a fhort time after, therd .was a frefti 
diftribution of military commands, and Su- 
worow was attached to the army of - the field-* 
marlhaU 

. Jfrcvious to his departure from Nigojefchti, 
an accident happened to the general, whicl; 
threatened the moft fatal cojifequences. The 
Aair-cafe of the convent having become very 
ilippery, on account of the rain, the general^ 
who was not recovered from the hurt in his 
leg, fett ' with great violence on his back j 
which, hefides . the exterior bruifes, was zXr 
- > ••: tended 
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tended with internal pains, and a great diffi- 
culty of refpii'ation. He was, therefore, con- 
veyed to Bnchareft, where, by the aid and 
care of a very Ildlfui phyfician, in the courfcr 
of fifteen days, his health was completely re- 
eftablifhed. As foon as he was recovered, 
which was in the middle of Auguil-, he re- 
paired to his new poft. 

The detachment, of which he was ap- 
pointed to take the command, was encamped 
before Chirfchowa ; while Roman;jow main- 
tained his pofition near the river Jalowiza. 
Suworow immediately crofled the Danube to 
Chirfchowa, The town is fituated on the 
right bank of the river, wKch, at this pkce, 
is half a mile broad, and is divided by feveral 
jfUnds. 

He found the detachment very much ex- 

pofed lo be attacked by the Turks, as well 

from Its own weaknefs, as the nature of its 

pofition. He determined Acrefore to hazard 

' K. 4, nothing. 
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nothing, and "to fecure his tro<^ by ftroag^ 
entrenchments. He began by rcconnp^tring 
tiie environs, ind marking the place;s wher^ 
fortifications fhould be erected. He w«>, 
however, fo unfortunate, as to lofe> at tins 
tkne, the only engineer in his ferviee. That 
officer, in puffing a river, miftook the tord 
and was drowned. 

The entrenchments proceeded with all 
pbffible expedition, and they were no.fooncr 
completed, than intelligence was received 
that the Turks at Karail^, about ten miles 
from Ghirfchowa, were in motion, and would 
foon begin to march. 

The correflnefs of this informatioii waa 
proved by their approaching, in the night of 
the 3d of September^ within half a mile q( 
the town ; the moon being -at Ac full, The 
principal RuiHan officers were of qpinioa 
th^t the Turks would immediately make theif 
^ack, .Tbi^ ^eaersdli l>fm^^v^^ cntertaineii 

different 
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^liferent fentiments, and ordered bis troapl 
to repofe. As for himfelf, he waited witb 
impatience fdr the break of day; and, foma 
time before it was light, he nK^t«d his 
horfe, and, accompanied by two CoilkcSi pro^ 
ceeded to obferve the march and motions of 
^e enemy. 

His corps confifted of four regiments of 
ihfantry, two of which were very tncompkte, 
not containing more than two hundred meni 
with their cannon, three Iquadrons of huf* 
iars, and a hundred Coffacs. The two full 
regiments were encamped in alow and covered 
ifland, with which a communication was- 
formed by a bridge of boats -, and the tw<i^ 
weak regiments were diftributed in the caftld 
and the intrcnchments. 

" The Turkifti army of eleven thouiaai* 

men advanced. At eight, they appitaachedi 

the HtxktOt redoubt, which- was commandfid 

^y the cannon of the ^s£di^ When thef 

# drew 
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drew nigh, the general made a feint of alarm, 
and ordered the tents to be ftruft and carried 
into the redoubts Around the cntrench- 
xh€3its> deep hollows had been made, which 
were planted with fmall lances. He had alfo 
Ordered that tRe enemy Ihonld be fufFered to 
approach clofe to the works without a fingl^ 
difcharge of artillery. 

The Turks appeared to entertain the de- 
fign of attacking the redoubt and the caftle 
at the fame moment; but Colonel DumaC* 
chow, from a brave impatience, and before 
they were witHn reach, difcharged fome balls 
at them, wluch counterafted the general's 
lurft plan, and for fome time delayed their 
approach. They, howeveri advanced in fkir- 

4 

mifhing, and though there were fome works 
that interrupted them, they continued to 
gain ground ; but their march was * not 
marked with its ufual rapidity. Suworow 
now ordered his Ikirmilhers to retreat by 
Httle and little, and to take flight, as if feized 

with 
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ynth a (udden panic By this ftratagem, ht 
hoped to tempt the enemy clofe to the em- 
trenchments* 

It did not, however, produce the defired 
cffeft 3 for as foon as they were freed from 
the flying parties of the Ruffians, the Turkifh 
army immediately extended itfelf, and pre*- 
^ted a- very imcommon ^ fpeftacle. Ac- 
cuftomed as they were to fight in fmall 
-fcattered bands, the Turks now -ranged 
•tiiemfelves in European order of battle, and 
fornied' themfelves in regular lines. The 
janilTaiies, with the artillery, occupying the 
centre, and the fpahis, or cavalry, taking 
poft on the wings. They then advanced in 
tolerable order againft the farthcft entrench- 
ment, whofe ditch was not of any confider- 
able depth, from the ftony nature of the 
ground; but it was guarded by a double 
range of chevaux-de-frife, with pallifadoes 
behind,^ on a part of that eminence which 
' covered 
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«9V0f94. th» ifl*ful wj^re.the two i^tOfig jtgir 
ments ivcoc pofted. 

The Turks commenced the, attack with 
a ^i^^hai^ of afdllcfy J aiid immediately 
.^v^nced-^againft the entrenchments wit|i 
iuch precipitatian, tha^ the generd hknr 
JkU h?4 no othpr meaas of efcaping, but 
^y leaping over the chev^ux-dc-f rife thj^ 
4»&\idf4 the eiitt^^ce. Th9Ugh they werf 
fecf^ved by a v)ery briik and we}! fufbuoe^ 
4ifcharge ^ of mu^uetry, they continue^ 
to adv^ncq, and ^ajUed, in ^rcat nwir 
l^$y over 4i>c chevaifix-.dc-"frifc jto the palUy 
fades> where-.they fixed their ftandards^ hi^ 
they tried in vain to proceed. ColoQeJ M9r 
chipelow, with Ae regiment of StarofkoUn, 
which was polled in the ifland, feJl urppn their 
right wing with bayonets fixed. Prince 
Gagarin paffcd the bridge, and, having 1;ni;n$4 
the height, attacked their wing, and the Baro^ 
Rofen, with the cavalry, charged the centrcj 
they were, therefore, fooi\ thrown into dif- 



\ 
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Orders and as. they had not been accuftomed 
to fight in rank and file, their confufion waj 
proportionally encreafed. They abandoned 
their artillery, and were purfued throughout 
tdie night to the diftance of feveral miles. 
The janiflaries, incommoded by their heavy 
gai-ments, threw them afide in order to faci- 
litate their flight, and the fpahis difperfed 
themfelves over the country* 

General SuworoWj at length, commanded 
the purfuit to ceafe, and gave his troops a, 
few hours of reft. In the morning, they 
returned to Chirfcowa, and found their way 
ftrewed with the bodies of the enemy. 

The Tur!:s loit, in this a6lion, upwards 
of a thoufend men, among, whom were 
two pacha?, and ^ great number of Moors- . 
The Ruffians took a hundred prifoners^ , 
with fome officers, and nine ftandards. , The 
artiilery, which fell . into their hands, con- 
fifted of eight cannons, and a m^tar. Pa. 

their 
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their fide the number killed were very incon- 
fiderable, but their wounded amounted to 
four hundred. 

At the end of Oflober, Licutenant-Gencral 
Prince Dolgorucki and the Baron Ungarn 
were ordered to march to Schumma; but 
they feparated on their route, and tlje latter 
proceeded againft Wama, where he unfor- 
tunately failed ; while the violent rains pre-* 
vented Prince Dolgorucki from going to , 
Schumma. Suworow was to have accompa- 
nied him in this expedition, but he was not, 
altogether, recovered from his fever; he, 
tlierefore, returned into Ruffia, to attend to 
his health, where he paffed theJ winter. 

In i774> towards the, end of April, he 
returned to the army of the Danube. He 
was now advanced to the rank of lieutenant- 
general, and appointed to command the 
fecond diyifion, which was before Sloboceia, 
over againft Siliftria, as well as the corps 

de 
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de refer ve, at Chirfcowa, THs di vifion cpn* ' 
fitted of fixteen battalions, twenty fquadrons^^ 
and two regiments of Coffacs. The corps 
de referve was compofed of fifteen battalions, 
thirteen fquddrons, a re^ment of Coffacs^ 
and two thoufand five hundred .arnautes, 
with a large park of artillery. ... ; 

Before Siliftria, where Lieutenaut-Gcncral 
Suworow had fixed his quarters, there was 
a large ifland, of the Danube, which was an 
objeft of continual conteft. He, therefore, 
made it neutral, to prevent all ufelefs at^ 
tacks ; and the patroles, of the different 
armies, frequently met there^ without in- 
fringing the neutrality of the place* 

It was intended that the greater part of 
the Ruffian army ihould pafs the Danube r 
but the general, with a detachment from the^ 
main body, was entrenched in a wood, about 
a mile from Siliftriaj wrhere his people had, 
frequent jkirmifhes with the enemy. 

At 
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At the end of a week, he quitted his 
fBtrenchments, and made a march of five 
miles J in the courfe of which, he met, in a 
wood, Lieutenant-General Kamenlki, with 
bis corps, from Ifmail, who had marched 
during the whole night, and had not found 
time either to encamp or eat ; when, about 
fioon, a party of light-horfe, who had been 
ient upon di&pveries, returned with the 
^uarter-m«^er-gencral of the Turks, whom 
they had made prifoner, with his efcort. 
From him it was learned, that the Turkifh 
trmy, of fifty thoufand men, was in full 
mzrcL 

General Kainenfki commanded the fignal 
for remounting, and ordered his cavalry to 
Attack thofc of the -enemy, which had ad- 
Tanked ilito the wood 5 bat they were re- 
p\ilfed« Suworow's infantry marched on, 
with the cavalry behind ; and three fqua* 
4r«ns <^ fiuffars, with the Coflfacs hefore* 
He immediately fell upon the Turkifh ca- 

' valry, 
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valry, who were purfuing the Ruffian horfe j 
but had not fufficient force to continue the 
attack, and was obliged to retreat. Many- 
pieces were difcharged at him, and he was 
fo clofely purfued by a Spahi, that he was 
indebted for his prefervation to the fwiftnefs 
of his horfe. He foon after fell in with 
two battalions of grenadiers, and a battalion 
of chaffeurs, who had been attacked With 
fuch precipitation, that they had not time 
to form in a regular manner. They wer6 
eight thoufand Albanian infantry, who had 
made the attack^ in their lifual manner, 
with Ihouts and outcry ; and had already 
killed feveral dhafleurs, who had advanced 
fo far as to have their retreat cut off. The 
three battalions themfelves were in a very 
perilous fituation. They continued firing 
for a whole hour, and feverely galled the 
Albanians, but not with fufficient effeft to 
make them give way: at length, the Briga- 
dier Machipelow arrived, with two battalions 
of Senfki, two battalions of Sufdal, and two 
VOL. I. L com- 
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Companies of grenadiers. The firing novsr 
difcontiniied ; and, when the fmoke was 
difperfed, it appeared that the advanced 
guard of thp Turks had made a retreat. 

Suworow having traverfed the woods with 
Machipelow, and, obferving that the Turk^ 
fled on all fides, he refolved to pufh his 
advantage. The way through the wood was 
very narrow, fo that the troops were obliged 
to march in files; at the fame time, the heat 
was fo oppreflive, that many of the foldiera 
fell downy and expired on the fpot. The 
road was alfo covered with the carcafes of 
Turks, and draft bullocks which they had 
killed. Thefe animals had dragged fonxe 
hundreds of anned waggons, which had been 
brought with a defign to enclofe the Rufllan* 
in their entrenchments. 

General Louis, at the head of three thou-^ 
fend cavalry of the Ifmail corps, covered the 
march of the infantry, and frequently har- 

10 raffed 
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t^td the Albanians in their flight, though 
he was continually repulfed by numerous 
bodies of Turkifh horfe : he was fometimes> 
indeed, obliged to retreat to the infanty, to 
be prote6ted, in his turn, by their artillery: 
On quitting the wood, they were overtaken 
by a very heavy fhower of rain, which, 
though attended with Ibme inconvenience, 
ferved to rcfrefh the troops, and to flacken 
the retreat of the Turks ; the weight of whofc 
long robes increafed, in proportion to the 
water they had imbibed: and, as they ufed 
fmall pockets, inftead of cartridge-boxes, 
their powder was moiftened, and rendered 
unfit for ufc. 

The Ruffians had no fooner gained the open 
country, than they were cannonaded by 
three batteries, which the Turks . had raifed 
on a height; and from whofe fire the for- 
mer fuftained confiderable lofs. But when 
Lieutenant-General Suworow ordered his 
troops to attack the batteries, they^ were in- 
L a fpired 
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fpired by his command, and foon became 

matters of them. 

The body of troops, which was collected 
to make head againft the grand army of the 
Turks, amounted to twelve thoufand men. 
Being ranged, in order of march, they ad- 
vanced againft the enemy, on a plain which 
rofe with a gentle acclivity. The janiflaries 
and Spahis inftantly attacked the right wing 
of the Ruffians, who repulfed them with 
great lofs. But, though the janiflaries re- 
newed the attack, with a fury approaching 
to madnefs, with a fabre in one hand, and a 
poniard in the other, all their efforts were 
vain: — at length, after a bloody conteft, 
they fled in different parties, and were 
purfued, with added deftru6lion, by the Ruf- 
fian cavalry. 

Some detachments of infantry, in making 
a movement to the right, difcovered, behind 
the high ground,the Turkifh camp, which was 

placed 
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placed in a bottom, near the fmali town of 
Kofludgi, and at the diftancc of a little mile 
from the wood. This circumftance was no 
fooner known, than General Suworow re-^ 
folved to attack it; but, from the neceffary 
rapidity of the manoeuvre, the greater part 
of the artillery was left behind, and the 
troops haftened to the fervice with no more 
than eight field-pieces. But, after a few 
minutes firing from the height, the Turks 
took to flight, and their camp was fpeedily 
evacuated* ^ 

It was one of the mofl: beautiful camps 
the. Turks had formed- The tents were 
new J and all decorated, after their faftiion, 
with the pifturcd diftinflions of their dif- 
ferent companies, which they denominate 
odas J with lions, ftags, horfes, and elephants. 
Contrary to their ufual cuflom, they h^d left 
the whole ftanding, without the kaft injury, 
and with all its valuable appendages; fo that 
^ L3 * the 
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the Ruffians poffeffed themfelves of an im- 
menfe booty. 

. On the other fide of the camp, there was 
fome high ground, which General Suworow 
was deterfiiined to occupy, as it commanded 
the furrounding country. He proceeded, 
therefore, with three fqUadrons of hufiars, 
and ordered the reft of his troops to follow. 
The huflars had no.rox)ner gained the height, 
than they were, very unexpe6tedly, can- 
nonaded, by fome very heavy artillery, from 
a wood which was before them. The ge- 
neral, therefore, ordered Major Perfintiew 
to take three companies of infantry,, and 
pofTefs himfelf of that pofition.. He accord- 
ingly difcomfited the Turks, took their can^^ 
non, and the troops maintained their poft. 

In this battle, which was fought on the 

I ith of- June, the Turks loft three thoufand 

*lfe^^.^ men, fome hundred prifoners, forty pieces 

of 
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of artillery, and eighty ftandards, with their 
fnptrh ' camp. They were commanded by the 
Aga 6f the janiffaries, 'the Reis dfeiidi, and 
feveral bachas. 

Spon after this vi6lory, Lieutenant-rGe- 
neral Suworow was attacked by a very alarm- 
ing return of his fever; and he became fo 
weak, that he was not only unable to mount 
his horfe, but it was with great difficulty 
that he could ftand without affiftancc. He, 
therefore, quitted his divifion, and ^ent 
to Buchareft, to re-eftablifti his health. He 
had defigned, on his recovery, to repair to 
General Count Toltikow, who commanded 
before Rufchuck: but, in the mean time, 
peace was concli]ded. 

After he had been to take leave of Field* 
Marlhal Romanziow, at Fokfchani, he re- 
tuitied to Ruffia; but, on his arrival at 
Jafiy, he received an order, from Peterf- 
]3iirg, to proceed, with all poffiblc hallc, 
L 4 to 
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to Mofcow, to aflift Prince Wolgonlki, 
commander-in-chief in Mofcovy j where he 
was commiflloned to appeafe the interi(H' 
troubles of that part of the empire. 
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CHAP. IV, 



THE PURSUIT OF PUGATSCHEW, WHO.W 
MADE PRISONER. 



LlEUTENANT-General Suworow arrived 
at Mofcow in the month of Augiift,' 1774 } 
but in the firft converfation he had witji 
Prince Wolgonfki, he perceived that his pre- 
fence was not neceflary in that "city -, and ac- 
cordingly fet off on a tour through the inte- 
rior parts of the empire. 

In the courfe of it he paid a vifit to the 
General-in-Chief Count Panin, who was 
employed to compofc the difturbances that 
prevailed in that part of the kingdom. At 
this time, Panin had received inftru6iions 
from Peterfburg refpefting Suworow; in con- 

fequence 
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fequence of which the latter was invefted 
with full power, to aft on all occalions as 
fliould feem beft for the advantage of his 
fovereign; and fpecial direftipns were dif- 
patched to all commanders of troops, as 
Well *s governors of the adjoining provinces, 
to fubmit themfelves, without refeiTe, to the 
orders of Lieutenant-General Suworow. 

Her Imperial majefly alio ^ndefcended to 
honour him with a letter, written by her^ 
felf, to teftify the fatisfaftion which fhe de- 
rived from . his , zeal and aftivity in her 
fervice. ., 

On the very day, when he received thefe 
appointments, he quitted Count Panin, un-r 
der an efcort of fifty men 5 and took his 
route by Arfamas, Penza, and Saratow, 
where he obtained more pofitive information 
as to the fervice on which he was to be em-^ 
ployed, 

A ihort 
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A fliort time before, the rebel, or as 8u^ 
worow ufed himfelf to call him, the robber 
Pugatfchew, after having forcibly carried pfF 
fome hundred men, and all the draft horfes, 
Iiad quitted this part of the country to pro* 
ceed to Zarizyn. The general was therefore 
under the • neceffity of embarking h;s efcoit 
pn th? Wolga for that place, while he 
marched along the bank with the.fni?iU 
number of horfes which he had been able to 
prcfcure. 



In his route, from Penza, he fell in with 
feveral frriall corps which had been raifed by 
private gentlemeil. He alfo occafionally en- 
countered bodies of troops who efpoufed the 
caufe of Pugatfchew j but they never' at- 
tempted to attack him ; and, as he had fo 
few people with him, he did not venture to 
attack them. The rebel had often been 
beat and put to flight, but he as often re- 
appeared with recruited power. His force 
at Saratow ponfifled pf about eight thoufand 

pien, 
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mers confifting in a * great meafure of ill- 
armed peafants. Among thefe there were 
but a thoufand regidar infantry, with about 
twelve pieces of artillery, four regiments of 
Coflacs of the Don, and three hundred Cof- 
facs of Urallk, who alone remained faithful 
to him, out of a large body of them, which 
had been, in the beginning, attached to his 
caufe. 

At Tarizyn, the general met Colonel 
Michelfon, who had very lately gained frefti 
and very confiderable advantages, in an en- 
gagement with Pugatfchew^ jn* which the 
regular infantry, who had never been fincerc 
in the caufe of that infurgent, and the greateft 
part of the peafants had furrendered : fo that 
his f jrce confided then only of the Coffacs 
of Urallk, with fome bands of peafants ; 
with which he took refuge in the extenfivc 
heaths of that country. 

Thither Suworow w^as refolved to follow 

him, nor to quit the purfuit till he had fe- 

8 cured 
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cured him. As Colonel Michelfon had, in 
the laft engagement, taken a great number 
of horfes, they ferved to mount three hun- 
dred infantry s with which, two fquadrons 
of regular troops, two hundred Coflacs^ and 
two field-pieces, Suworow pafled the Wolga 
at Jarizyn, and afcended the river to the large 
village of Miclielowka, which is fituated over 
againft the town of Denitrowflca. As the 
inhabitants of this village had fwerved from 
their fidelity, the general feized fifty pair of 
bullocks, on a pretence that he wanted them 
for the tranfport of his baggage; but his 
real objeft was to provide for his fubfiftence 
during his march through a long traft of 
heathy unproduftive country, where it 
would not be poiTible to procure fufficient 
provifions to maintain his detachment for 

five days. 

« 

On the following day, they began their 
march through thefe immenfe deferts, where 
there were neither habitations, nor roads, 

nor 
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nor any trace of civilized life. In the day> 
they yvere obhged to direft their courfe by 
the fun, and at night the ftars were 
their guides. Befides, the heat reflefted by 
the far>ds was infufFerably oppfelTive, nor 
could they find a tree or thicket to aiFord 
them its hofpitable fhade : they were there- 
fore obliged to purfue their journey during 
the night* To their other inconveniences, 
they were compelled to leffen the allowance 
of provifions, as they did not know how long 
it might be before they (hould receive a frefh 
fupply. 

They dire6led their courfe to the little 
river Gerflau, on whofe banks a few trees 
are fcattered, and from thence to the five 
lakes of Saitfch, There the general fell in 
with Major Count Mellin, with a few hun*- 
dred men, and Colonel Illoweifki, with a regi- 
ment of Cofiacs, and Martimianow, a chief 
of the Coflacs of Uralfk, who had not taken 
part with the infurgents, with a hundred of 

his 
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his people. The -troops had left Jarizyn be- , 
fore Suworow's arrival at, that place. On 
their route through the defert, they had met 
feveral bands of peafants, attached to the 
party of Pugatfchew ; and, having convinced 
them of their error, had fent them back to 
their country without effufion of blood. 

They arrived at the. confluence of two 
rivers, Ufa, which flow into a large lake. This 
fpot, which is in the midil of the heaths of 
Uralfk, was covered with wood, and thither, 
according to the report of fbme peafants who 
had quitted him, Pugatfchew was endea-* 
vouring to retire. The Ruflian troops^ 
amounted to about a thoufand men, well 
provided with fi^ld-pieces; while PugatC* 
chew's force was now reduced to thre^ hun- 
dred. The general accordingly diihibuted 
his people into various parties, in order ta 
feek him out, atid to cut him off fronl all 
pofTibility of efcape.* They were, already 
upon his tracky in the thickeft part of ther 

woody 
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wood, when the hermits, many of whoiti 
are fcattered about this country, and fup- 
port themfelves by filhing, gave information 
that Pugatfchew had arrived there that 
morning, and that fome of his own people 
had bound him hand and foot, and taken 
him to Uralfk. 

Pugatfchew had flattered himfelf, that he 
ihould have been able to perfuade fuch of 
the Coifacs as appeared to be attached to hi$ 
caufe, to accompany him to the lake of Aral, 
beyond the Cafpian fea, and unite themfelves 
to the Karakalpaks, a wandering hofde of 
Kirgis-Kay; but when they heard of the 
troops that were in purfiiit of him, they 
were alarmed at the danger that threatened 
themfelves, and took the refolution to deli- 
ver him up at Urallk. 

General Suworow now ordered all the 
parties to be called in, and fet off for Uralfk. 
During die night they loft their way, and 

feU 
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h\\ In with the Kirkis, a nation known for^ 
tiieir, invincible courage j many bands of. 
which were fcattered about thofe deferts* 
They arc ftraftgers to fear, and though they 
were far inferior in numbers to the Ruffians, 
they did not hefitate to attack them. Twen- 
ty of thefe people were flain j at the fame 
lime, many of the Ruffians were wounded 
with their arrows, and the Count Mari- 
xi»uitfch, aid-de-camp, and a few others loft 
tiieir fives* 

. The general haftened onwards, accoiti^ 
panie»i by fuch as had adlivity fufficient to 
keep pace with him ; and, in a few days^ 
they arrived at Ui-alfk. Colonel Simonow^ 
who was the commandant of the town, had 
already taken Pugatfchew into his cuftody, 
and now delivered him up to Suworow. 

This mfurgent had, at one time, coUcfttd 

fych a force, and was followed with fuch

enthufiafni^ that, if his under^anding had 
heen equal to his CQ¥!rage> an<I his modera-* 
tion had kept pace with his power, he might 
certainly have poffeSed himfclf of Mofcow, 
and made the Imperial Catherine trembk oit 
her throne. Many ftories are related of him 
which we are not required to repeat. We 
fhall only add, that he was a Coflac, and 
born in a village on tlie river Doi^^ and; as 
it is related, having in' his early youth affil- 
ed a young woman in conducing her Itorfes 
to drink in the river, flie accompanied her 
acknowledgments with a declaration, that he 
Would one day be ethperor. This prophetii^ 
compliment -is faid to have* worked mp hisr 
cnthirfiaftic- mind, and,- by • inflaming his 
amibition, to have produced tlte extraordi- 
nary- ciftumflances' of his life. 



General Suworow, having got pofieffion 
€>f Pugatichew, he accompanied in ^peffon 
the troops that cfcort^Tiim, on his removal 
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from Ural^t. During a certaut jpirt of the 
way, he was- enclofed in a large cage, placed' 
on a carriage J but was iftcfwarcfe removed' 
to a waggon, along with his fon s a boy of 
twelve years of age, who inherited j and at' 
that eai^Iy period, displayed, the turbulent 
qualities of his father. At l«igth they ar-* 
rived at SinfbirlkV a town on theWolga, 
wittn SuworOw delivered up his prilbner tor 
Count Panin, who ordered hini to be con- 
veyed to Mofcow; where he fufFered the pu-^' 
Aifhment due to his entries'* 

buring' the abfellce c( Cotiftt'^^ftitl at 
Mofcow, the gener'al remained at Sinfbirlk> 
and took the command of the army. It 
amounted to eighty thoufand men, who were 
in wintef quarters, in difFcrent caftions upon 
theWolga; in the province of Oreilbourgv 
and in the governments o^ Cafna aiiJ 
Penza. 

Mi jb 
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. Inr tho fpring of the year 1775, the general, 
joined his corps on the frontiers. He after- 
Vards went by way of Samara to Orenbourg,, 
where General Monfurow connnanded, and 
of which General Reinfdorf was governor^ 
with whom he had a particular conference- 
As he wjis on his return by Ufa, he received 
the -very unexpe6led ipformationx that afuc- 
<:efr9r of the^rebel Pugatfchew, named Samc-^, 
triow, hadvappeared on. the borders of the, 
Cafpian fea. This man had frequently pil- 
laged the Turks, and once feized feveral 
trading veffels, with fome pieces of artillery^ 
He made incurfipns by fea and by land, and 
had approached to Aftracan, on the fide of 

the lake Aral*

. Meafures were accordingly taken to^t 
a ftop to his career J and the general dif^ 
patched two battalions, with fome artillery,, 
and dragoons, down the Wolga for that 
purpofe. At the fame time, he communi- 
cated 
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cat^ 1^' neceflaiy intelligencfe to the govel^ 
not of Aftracan.

Semetriow had been a private foot foWier, 
was afterwards advanced, and had deferted. 
He pofleffed both talents and courage, but the 
means of employing them to any great ex^ 
tent had not been afforded him. He had 
never collefted more than three hundred fol* 
lowers, and when tliey found that he was in 
danger of being feized by the troops that 
purfued him> they abandoned him to hi$ 
fate. 

The peace was celebrated during the lum- 
•mer of this year, at Mofcow j and Lieute- 
nant-General Suworow received, on that oc- 
cafion, a fword, enriched with diamonds. 
During the following winter, he went to 
Mofcow, and arrived there at the time when 
the emprefs was preparing to leave it. He

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C H A P. V. 

SrWOaOW^S OPERAnOKS IN CUBA. A KfiW ^ 
KHAN ESTABLISAeI) THERE*. 

In November, 1776, Suworow received a 
commiflion for the Crimea, where Liejitenant^ 
General Prince Proforowlki then was. He 
arrived there in Decemberi took the com- 
mand of a corps, which was ftationed In 
winter cjuarters, in the environs of Pere^ 

The emprefs had fixed on Schaim Ghiray, 
3s Khan of the Crimea, in the place of 
Devlet Ghiray. The former was then in the 
wilds of Cuban^ among the Tartars of No- 
gay.. In February, 1777, he came from Ta- 
manji^ by the ftrait of CafFa, towards Jenicole, 
M4 in 
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in the Crimea. Suworow received him un^ 
der the w^ls of Perecop. In March, he ad- 
vanced againft tjie tfoops of Peulet Ghiray, 
and without ftriking a blow, intircly difper^ 
fed them, by his rapid marches in the neigh- 
bourhood of Karafbafar and Aohmctfchety 
where he pofted himfelf with his corps, 
Deulet Ghiray fled acrofs the Black Sea to 
Conftan^nople, and Schaim Ghiray was pro? 
claimed Khan, 

In tl^e courfe of the fummer, Suvvorp\Y 
yws ^ain attacked with a fever, and removed 
to a diftance frpm the Crimea, on accojint of 
the climate: he went to Pultava, and felj 
dangeroufly ill of an inflammatory fever, from 
which he did not repover, till ^he end of the 
autumn. 

In December, hp took the command of the 
cof ps of Cuban, where he arrived by Roftow, 
Azof, and Juy. This corps confifted of five 
regiments of infantry, with their field-pieces, 

and 
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and twelve pieces of heavy artillery, ten 
fquadrons of dragoons, twenty fquadrons of 
huffars, and five regiments of Coffacs. 
They were diftributed partly under an old 
fort, called Koppyl, partly in an entrench'^ 
ment, near Tarmar on the Black Sea, and 
the reft in the wilds of Tamann, as far as 
Azof, m intrenchments and redoubts of 
communication; in each of which a com- 
pany was pofted, with two pieces of cannon, 
to defend thenifelyes againft the banditti of 
Circafliat 

Thefe nations, who inhabit the left bank 
of the Cuban, and are generally known under 
the name of Circaffians, are divided into vari^ 
Dus tribes. , They are called great and little 
Abafcians, Circaffians, (whpfe country is cele- 
brated for the beauty of the w:omen,) Schapt- 
JcbUts, At^ukays, Temirgois, Caffaiens, and 
Bar^ys, The Uttle Abafcians are altogether 
pagans, and the reft, though Mahometans by 
profeffion, retain many pagan ceremonies, m 
,fome degree, blended with thofe of Chriftianity. 

Behind 
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Behind the Attukays-are the Tartar Neu- 
rufis, among whom are many poor fultans of 
tlie race of Gei igis, and a greater number of 
(hat of Chab»n-Sultan. They are defcended 
from a fliepheid and a fultana who was poi- 
foned, but neverthelefs have not loft their 
' title* All thefctiibeslive in perfcdl; anarchy ^ 

Their wants, however, unite them in bands 
of from ten to one hundred, and fometimes 
five hundred mm. Tliey arc ftrong and 
courageous, and are provided with fire-arms, 
fabres, and bows and arrows. They 
often come and pillage even the habitations 
of the Coflacs of the Don ; and, when a few 
of their number are killed, return home, 
keeping always on the defenfive. Tl^ey ve 
good markfmen, and fo fwift, that it Is ^cry 
difficult to take any of. them. Their chief 
obje6l in their incurfions is to make prifbners, 
whom they fell for flaves to the Turks, or 
employ them in agriculture - Batyr Ghiray, 
elder brother of tlie reigning khan, had above 
9 one 
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one hundad of thtfe flaves, whom he main* 
tain^d with great care» ia a village beyond th? 
Cuban. 

They infefted the public roads, and fome- 
times even iurprized the foldiers. Parties, 
indeed, had been fent out to make reprifals 
on the., left bank of the Cuban, but it was 
difficult to diftinguifli the innocent from the 
guilty. Hence Suworow thought it expe- 
dient to cover all the right b^nk of that 
river with works. From its mouth to the 
lines of Caucafus^. which, bad before been 
fortified, 'were fmall fortrefles at intervals of 
ten miles, with intermediate forts of leffer 
dimenfions. Thefe works were merely re- 
paired, and this undertaking Suworow and 
JLrieutenant-Colonel Fock completed, with- 
out any engineer whatever. They each era- 
ployed fifteen hundred men, and, as the whole 
winter paffed without fnow or cold weather 
in Cuban, the work was finifhedin fix weeks. 
T!}ey were indeed frequently interrupted by 

fudden 
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fudden attacks of the Circaffians, though 
often with infignificant forces ; but.on fome 
occafions the enemy fell on them in num- 
bers, and as many as fifty men remained 
upon the field. When the works were com- 
pleted, the incurfions of the Turks l)ecame 
taiore rare, though they ftill continued to 
inoleft them, and the Coffacs fuffered Ac 
leaft in thefe attacks. 

In May, 1778, Prince Proforowlki left the 
Crimea for Peterfbxirg,'*and Suwdrow took 
the command of the corps in that peninTiila^ 
and of the troops diftributedover the Country, 
as far as the Dniper j forming together k 
body of fixty thoufand men, under the com- 
mand of Field-M arf hal Romanzow, At that 
time, Lieutenant-General Tekelli commanded 
in the Ukrine, • and Lieutenant-General 

llhechefiki in Poland.

made preparatioivs for war, and Cent c6n-% 
fiderable numbers of trpops into Moldavia, 
who were affembkd near Schotin. They alfo. 
ordered out a .fleet of one hundred and fixty , 
fftil, fifteen of which were of the line, under, 
the orders of the celebrated Haffan, G^t^n-; 
Pacha, and of Alibey of Natolia. Suworowj^ 
Opw fortified feveral peninfulas of the Crimea^^ 
and cven.caufed intrenchments . to be made 
in the mountains. . . 

Although the principal troubles in the 
Crimea were appeafed, the Turks ftill had 
eight or ten fmall fhips before Achtiar, now 
called Sebafliopolis. They had arrived there 
4uring the winter, with the defign to excite 
an infurreftion among the Tartars. To get 
rid of them at once, Suworow went on horfe- 
back to reconnoitre along the fhore. in the 
neighbourhood of Backtfchifarey, accompa- 
nied by the Khan. Having obferved the moft 
cffential points, he extended his troops during 
the night along the two fides of the bafon, and 

fortified 
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fortified the moutll of the port* Day put a 
ftopto their labours, which -were refiimed ill 
tfie following night. The pretext for thefe 
operations was, that the Turks, having dif^ 
embarked to bring their cattle^ oh fhore, had 
killed a Coffac, who approached themj; and 
that a packet had been detained at Con-^ 
ftahtinople. The Turks pcrcei^dng there 
was a defign to blocade them, quitted the 
port during the night, and went out to fea^ 
Thefe tranfaflions took place in July. 

' The grand fleet of the Turk?, which was 
ftiH at fea, fent two deputies afhore, who, im* 
mediately on landing, made a formal protejR:, 
in the name of their commander, againft the 
entrance of the Ruffians into the Crimea, 
and more elpecially againft the prefence o^ 
the RuiTran fleet in the Black Sea j and e^^* 
prefled themfelves with great feverity, calling 
tlie Ruffian fleet corfairs, as that fea belonged: 
exclafively to the Grand Seignior. 

Suworow 
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Suworc^v vtcmred thefe •deputies with tlie 
gtpeat^il politenefe, and at their ^parture-def-^ 
lirered, to t^cm and to» tlie Khaf^/an anfwefi 
ih. writing, of which the ftfcftance wafr, -tia«' 
the Tartar government h$il demanded o| the< 
emprefS) the aid of Ruffian troops, and "diat 
confequently that goverriiAent* had no occa^ 
fion for the aflJitance of the fTurks ; that the 
RufliSn fleet cruifedn th&le feas for^in 
6fety, and that as to the name of corfair; 
ufed by the TurMfh' admiral, he was rofpoii-* 
fible for that infult to his mafter, th6-Gmn<l 
Seignior, who was the friend of Ruffia, 

During their ftay oh fliore, the deputies 
perceived, with much farprife and uneaiinefs, 

the fortifications erefted in various places >

and, fliortly after their departure, in Auguft, 
the whole of the Turkifh fleet appeared off 
the coaft:. of the Crimea. It extended from. 
Kertfchi to Kaflow, and the little Rufliari 
fleet remained in the neighbourhood of Jeni-. 
kala. The Turkifli fleet were in want "o? 

frefh 
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frefli Water, aiid wa^ ddfirous of procuring 
fomc on (hore.; but were prevented by Ruffian 
pkquets, who were poftcd at every point; 
and ready to fife upon thetii. This refiilal 
was given under a' pretence, that the drynefs 
of the feafon occafioned a want of water 
among the inhabitants ; fo that the admiral 
was not allowed to procure frefli Water for* 
him&lf» Suworow had ^vcn ftrift orders 
on this fubjeft j becaufe he thought it mighty 
perhaps, be an artifice of the Turks to fend 
Qien <>n fliore* 

A fortmght after, the whole Turkifli fleet 
once more gained^ the offing, and retired to 
Conftantinople* 

Suworow had been ordered by his court 
to tranfplant fome Greek apd Armenian 
Chriftians from the Crimea into Ruflia* 
Among thefe were many perfons of property, 
who paid a confiderable revenue to the Khan* 
This delicate commiflion, therefore, required 

confiderable 
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confiderahle circumfpedionj iind as. two 
ininifters of the Khan firongly oppofed the 
jrnqafure, Suworow placed a guard before their 
houfes, with cannon, until they (hould defift^ 
The metropolitan of the Greeks, the chief of 
the Armenians, and the curate of the Ca- 
tholics, perfeftly coincided in the views of 
Suworow, and in the fpace of a month the 
Chriilians abandoned their dwellings, and 
emigrated with their property and cattle to ' 
Ruffiav where they eftabliflied themfelves in 
the government of Gatherinoflow. This 
colony confifted of about twenty thoufand 
men. Suworow procured for therti as many 
j^oft horles as poflible, and other conveniences 
for travelling, diftributing to the poor a ducat 
each, previous to tiieir departure. 

in Oftober, Suworow placed his troops in 
winter quarters, and having confided the 
command of thctorps of Cuban, to Major* 
Oaierai Kayfer, remained himfelf at Kollow. 

vot» I. N In 
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In the courfe of the fummer, the Attukayl 
attacked them with a few hundred men> 
with an intention of furprizing and carrying 
off the horfes of a fquadron of huflars, which 
were at pafture. The captain of the fquadron 
oppofed them with his men on foot, who de- 
fended themfelves with their carbines: but 
the Attukays ufed their rifle-barrelled guns 
fo fkilfully, that the whole fquadron were 
\ ' cut to pieces. The infantry, who were in- 

"^ trenched, took no part in this affair, becaufe 

their commanders were at variance 5-^ — the 
ufual fate of fmall detatchments, when em- 
ployed without fufficient precautions. In 
other refpefts every thing fucceeded perfeftly 
well in that quarter^ and the Circaflians were 
repulfed with lofs in almofl every engage- 
ment. -Colonels Hamborn and Stoeritfch at- 
tacked the great Abafcians, and the territory 
of the. Attukays, with fuccefs. Although 
botli fides fuflained fome lofs> that of the 
enemy was much the greateft, and the 

Ruffians 
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Ruffians fucceeded irt their objedl of making 
their frontiers refpedled. 

In the fpririg of 1779, Suworow took the 
field with a large body of troops, and efta^' 
blifhed himfelf near Karafubafar, where he 
made them perform fcveral manoeuvres. 
Towards the month of June, the Porte ac- 
knowledged Schaim Gheray as Khan of the 
Tartars of the Crimea, by a treaty concluded 
between the Ruffiana and the Turks. This 
was what Ruffia demanded* The Grand 
Seignior, as Calif, fent Khan a fabre and a 
caftan, which the latter accepted; but, 
contrary to cuftom, woidd not permit the 
deputies to put them on him, but ordered both 
the weapon and the drefs to be placed in his 
cabinet. 

At the end of June, the Ruffian trobpi 

marched from the Crimea and Cuban on their 

return to Ruffia. The forts were abandoned, 

and the troops were reviewed and infpefted 

N 2 in 
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in the v^anons cainp& Only a few thonikndl 
men were left in the environs of Kinbum 
and Jenikala, and the Aulic Counfellor Con- 
ftantinow retnained with the Khan, under 
tbc title of Charge d' Affcires. 

. At Pultava, Suworow received the cointtiimd 
of the troops of Little Rnifia, where the 
einprefs> as a teftimony of her approbation^ 
gave him a fhufF^bosr, with her poitrait let 
in diamonds. — ^Here he did not* continue 
long^ as he received orders, at the beginning 
of the winter, to return to Ptteribwrg, 

He was received there with the grcatei!: 
attientionj and the court gave him the Com* 
tnand of a fecrct expedition on the Cafpiait 
Sea* The emprefs prefcnted him with the 
ftar of the Order of Alexander, cmbelliflied 
with diamonds. It was the fame, fhe had 
berfclf worn on a habit of that orders 
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In March, 1780, Suworow went to Af* 
tracan, where he made the neceflfary difpofi-^ 
tions, and prcx:nred the moft exaft informa* 
tion re{pe£ling Perfia ; in which empire, fome 
troubles had arifen, and ^ bloody war com-.- 
menced between the Khans, after the death of 
Nadir Schah. He reconnqitred the Seven 
Mouths pf the Wolga and the neighbouring 
coafts pf the Cafpian; but the expedition 
did not take place, although the porps and 
|xoops were already fet dow^i in the war-lifts 
for that fendce. Suworow remained fome 
months at Aftracan, after which he reccive4 
the command of the divifion of Cafan, ii| 
winch province he arrived in 178 1, and cqnr 
tinued there a confider?iWe %mt. 
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Vhe tartars take the oath of allegx« 
ance to russia.— expedition against 
the nogays beyond th|^ cuban, 



The Sultan Mahomet Ghiray, being a 
a fwom enemy to the Khan Schaim Ghiray, 
although his neareft relation, fiirred up the 
Tartars againft the Khan, who was then in 
his capitol. This revolt broke out in au». 
tumn, and the Khan fled, accompanied by his 
jnoft faithful fervants to KafFa^ where he em-^ 
barked, and arrived by the fea of Azof, at 
Petrowik, a Ruffian fortrefs, built on the 
northern coaft. 

Towards 
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Towards the end of 1782, Prince Poteinkiti 
arrived at Cherfon, with a commilTion from 
the emprefs; and, having fent for Suworow, 
together with the divifion of Cafan, had an 
interview with the Khan at Petrowlk, and 
immediately fet off for Peterfburg. 

The Kahn returned to Balktfchifarey, ac- 
cprnpsnied by a confiderable number of 
Ruffian troops, amd the troubles, were very 
jpeedily appeafed. The malcontents had 
proclaimed his elder brother, Batyr Ghiray, 
Jchan in his. place. The other brother, 
Arflar Ghiray, who comnjanded in Cuban, 
as ferajfkier of the Tartars of Noga, was at 
that time with his elder brother in the Crimea; 
and both they and their fuites were carried oiF 
by the Ruffians, who, after keeping them 
prifoners for fomc timei embarked them on 
the Cuban, and rcftored them their liberty ; 
fo that the whole terminated without much 
cfFufion of blood. But the rebel chief, Ma^ 
N 4 hornet 
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hornet Ghiray, being an-cfted, was ftoacd, 
by order of the Khan, and feveral other Tar- 
tars, who had perfifted in their rebellion, were 
punifhed with death. 

Suworow now fet ojF for Saint Demetrius, 
and for Azof, where he again took the com- 
mand of the Cuban, at the beginning of the 
winter. The corps confifted of twelve featr 
talions, with their artilkry and heavy field- 
pieces, twenty fquadrons of dragoons, fix re-r 
giments of CofTacs, and the remainder of the 
militia of the Don, under thdr com- 
mander, Iloweiiki, 

At the end of May, Prince Potemkin 
again went to Cherfon, fcnt for Suworow, 
deliberated with hiin, ?ind returned to Saint 
Demetrius*

The rendezvous of Suwojow^s troop* 
was under the fortrefs of. Jay, fifte^^ 
miles frorm Aax>f, in the wlkl^ of C)ib^» 
He haflened the ademblage of his regime^t% 
feveral of which had confiderable marches to 
perform, fome coming from diftant quarters 
near the Don,, and others from the Hne^ of 
pai|cafus^ 

In the Gourfe of June, p^rt of the troops 
having arrived in the neighbourhood of Jay^i 
^uworow fent a proclam^tiop, inviting the 

19 tribes 
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tribes of the Tartar hordes of Nogay to come 

and fee him, treated them as old acqiiaintan-' 

ce, and gave them a grand gala in the wilds j 

at which above three thoufand Nogay Tartars 

were prefent. Their behaviour was friendly, 

and they returned home the following day. 

t 

As the troops .arrived, they were fent for- 
ward without lofs of tune, to occupy with 
redoubts, the lines from Jay, as far as Ta- 
mann, where the principal points of Kopyl 
and Kurkey were. Suworow remained near 
Jay,with four battalions and their field-pieces, 
ten fquadrons of dragoons, and two regi-^ 
ments of CofTacs. 

On the 28th of June, which was the anni- 
verfary of the acceflion of the emprcfs, the 
Nogay hordes again affembled, with a nu- 
merous train of attendants, in confequence 
of being invited to the feaft. They came to 
the number of five or fix thoufand, and the 

whole 
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whole of the country round Jay was covered 
with their tents. 

§chaim Ghiray, khan of the Nogay Tar- 
tars, now abdicated his dignity, at the fame 
lime notifying to the Tartars; ift. That he 
had come to that refolution of Iiis own ac- 
cord J 2d/ That they were at liberty to choofc 
his fucccflbr^ q;d. That he w^as determined 
to live and die among them. Prince Po- 
temkin immediately publifhed a manifefto 
from the emprefs, with a fupplement in his 
own name, ordering all the Tartars to take 
the oath of fidelity to the emprefs. Thefe 
jnanifeftoes were alfo fent into the Cuban, a 
little before the 20th of June, 

On^ this pccafion, the troops were diftri- 
buted in proper order, and in feveral divi- 
^ons in the environs of Jay; and, when 
.4iyine fervjce was concluded, the Nogay 
chiefs affembled, and in the prefence of 
guworow, publicly fwore, on the Koran, 
and homage to the emprefs. They 

afterwards 
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afterwards went to their tribes, and iliada 
them take the fame oath. The whofe 
of. this cej^mony was performed with jhe 
Ifreateft folemnity, amidft the continual dif^t 
charge of artillery, and , fongs of joy. Several 
pf the Tartars received appointments in the 
Ruffian fervice, the oldeft being made Aaff 
QfiiqerS) an^ fome others fubaltern§. 

When the whole w«i concluded, a ^n^ 
fcaft was given, in an immenfe open place; 
in the wilds. The guefts wer^e feated on 
tifw ground, in the manner of the TturtarSj^ 
aiid diAribnted in a number of fmall 
groups, all placed Recording to th^ir raiik^ 
The dinney CQnfifted, principally, of boiled 
and roaft meat: a hundred oxen, and eight 
hundred flieep, were killed on the occafiojii 
and, as the laws of the 'Tartars did not; 
permit them to drink wine, bi^t only Sago 
brandy, fiye hundred eimers (thirty-two 
^houfand pints) of that liquor were pro- 
vided, and the company allowed to drink at 

pleafurej 
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{ileafure'; befidcs which, Engllfh porter wag 
ferved to the chiefs, who dined at Suworow's 
table* This party drank healths in a large 
Cupi which was handed round the table, 
5jccorapanied by difcharges^ of cannon, and 
continual cries of joy, and ©f " Urra and 
Allah I ** The other companies did the 
fame, and mirth and happinefs prevailed 
throughout the fcene. Ruffians and Tartars 
were mingled togethpf, and, after dinner, 
races were performed, on all fides, between 
the Tartars and the Coflacs. Some of the 
Tartars died, in confequence of drinking 
to excefs ; which they confider as an honour 
in their great feafts. In the evening, a 
fecond feaft was ferved, which continued 
great part of the night. 

A fimilar entertainment was given the 
following day, the 29th of June, which was 
diat of St, Peter and St. Paul, the grand 
duke's patron, w^en a breakfaft was given; 

after 
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after which, the Tartars took their leaVCi 
embracing the Ruffian^ as brethren^ 

Immediately after the oath had been taken^ 
Suworow fent a courier to Prince Potcmkin, 
with this aft of faith and homage of the 
Tartars. . Thofe of the Crimea fbon followed 
their example. - 

When the Nogays were returned to Jay* 
their firfl: ftep was to adminifter the fame 
oath to their tribes, in the prefence of the 
Ruffian ftafF and other officers. 

Soon after, Suworow received a letter, from 
the emprefs, to the f9llowing effeft: 

To our Lieutenant-General de Suworo*Wi 

" In the affairs confided to yoiir care, and 
** particularly in the commiffion you have 
" borne, under the direftion of our General 

" Prince 
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" Prince Potcmkin, for the rb-union of the 
*^„ various nations '.of thcRuflian empire, 
" you have fliewn a zeal and aftivity for 
" our fervice, which has excited our parti- 
^ • cular attention ' and favour. Willing to

As the conftancy of the Nogays was 
wholly uncertain, and could not be relied oii,^ 
it was propofed to remove all their tribes, 
by finall degrees, to the wafte lands of 
Uralfk, and difarm them whenever an op- 
portunity fhould offer. A very extenfive 
cordon was formed from tlie river of Jay to 
g the 
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ihe rtiddledf the Don ^ ^nd, in the courfe of 
July, all the Tartars of Nogay aflcn^cd 
near Jiay. 

' Here it nVill be proper to fpeafc mote .a« 
large of rius- naticw, fe cekbraitei; in the 
indent liine»; a nation, with whoiHj fiw 
hmidred years^go, Gtaigi* Kh^n corw|eered 
Alia, as faf as the eonfine$ of Chb»; an<l 
among whom Tamerlane was bora, - The 
Nogay Tartars pretend to oome from the 
Ufbeks. Tfthutfchi, ddeft {m of Gengi» 
Khan, being, with his brothejps, ia China, 
at the fiege of a fortrefs, was Reprimanded,. 
by his father^ for forae Ifttilts eomfiiitted 
there. Enraged at this, he fled to the 
Kupt&haes, and, though they akeady had a 
khan^ todk part in the govtomment, iiv 
which he ftiewed great penetration. He 
afterwards continued as^ fovereign over thi* 
nation, who, at that, time, had in their 
power the greater part of Rufliai theif 
frontiers extending alcmg the Wolgji, a# 

far 
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far as Penza, Arfamas, and the great foreft 
of Muron, where entrenchments are ftill to 
be feen. He built a refidence for himfelf, at 
Sarayfcheck, on the river Aktoban, nine miles 
from the rich and extenfive city of Jarizin, 
for which purpofe he fent for architefts from 
Mofcow. The ruins of fome of the ftreets, 
and large fquares, where the RuHSan princes 
were obliged to pay their tribute, are ftill 
in exiftence. The fucceflbrs of Tfchutfchi 
governed with moderation, and did not in- 
terfere in matters of religion; the patriarch 
retained his authority, and the laws were 
on the fame tooting as before. The Ruf- 
fian princes continued to fubmit to the 
Kuptfchacs till the time of the celebrated 
Mamay, who was, properly, a grand vizir 
among the Tartars ; and who, having carried 
his arms into the interior of Ruffian within 
fifteen^ werfts of Mofcow, was completely 
beaten, and repulfed, by the great Prince 
Demetrius Donlkoy. From that period, 
inteftine divifion, and epidemic diforders, 
VOL. I. Q fuc- 
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fucceffively depopulated their hords; which, 
originally, confided of fcveral hundred thou- 
jfands. At length, the Czar Iwan Walfi- 
lowitfch, who made himfelf matter of the 
kingdoms of Kafan and Aftracan, repiilfed 
thefe Taitars in the wilds of Uralfk, be- 
hind the Wolga ; and, towards the clofe of 
the laft century, feveral of them, traverfing 
the wilds of Cuban, fled tlirough the Crimea, 
to take refuge in Beflarabia, and placed 
themfelves under the proteflion of the 
Turks. 

Bady Khail, fecbnd fon of Gengis, was to 
bring all the reft of RuiTia intirely un- 
der lubje6lion to him. He treated * the 
princes who fubmitted • with great modcra- 
fion, hut was extremely rigorous toward 
fhofe whofe I'efifted his authority, - The ce- 
lebrated Grand Ehike,. Alexander Newfki de 
Wolodimir refufed'to wait on him when he 
pafled, and as he perfifted in his refufal 
three times) he was required to make fatis- 
^ " feftion 
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a thong of leather. Such was the manner 
of life of the Nogay Tartars, the defcendants 
of the celebrated Gengis Khan. 

Their march towards the Don, and the 
wilds of Urallk, was divided ii^to leveral co- 
lumns, under an efcort of Ruffian troops. 
At the end of July, when they were ha:If 
way to the Don, 8chaim Gheray arrived at 
Tamann, together with his fuite, by the 
ftrait of Jenikala, where he circulated kdlr 
tious letters, and fecretly ftirred up the No- 
gay hordes. Hence arofe a cbnfiderable re- 
volt, and the rebels retired to the river Cu- 
ban, where they met with rcfiftance from 
thofe who remained faithful to Ruffias among 
whom the commander of the Gediffahs, and 
old Muflabe^, chief of the Tfchamburluks, 
deferve to be particulai-Iy diftinguiflied. They 
had many engagements with their country- 
men, in which much blood was fpilt, and 
Muffabeg himfelf was feverely wounded in 
the neck with a fabre, 

p 3 Suworow 
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Suwprow. was unwilling to ufe force for 
the reftoration of tranquillity. The Tartars^ 
marched againft the line of forts ; and, to the 
number of feveral thoufand men, advanced 
to the qamp, without fufFering themfelvei to 
be broken* On attempting to pafs a morafs, 
where ari officer was pofted with a company 
^ fuiUeefa, and a piece of artillery, by 
whom they were refifted, they cng^c4 ^VB^^ 
and advanced with their chief, who prefled 
forward with the utmoft fury; The little 
platoon, however, defended themfelves long 
enough to receive the reinforcement of a 
fquadron pf dragoons, whp were encamped 
at the diftance of a mile. An hour af t^r. Colonel 
Telegin, who was at a ftill greater diftance^ 
arrived, in the i^trnqft hafte, with two bi^tta^ 
lions, who immedii^telv bfoke the enemy'§ 
ranks, and defeated and difpprfed the Tartars. 
This engagement coft them five hundred 
men. The poft which Colonel Telegin had 
abandoned,^, was alfo a very important pafs ; 

[.' , thf 
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the Nogays took advantage of the opportu- 
nity, and fevcral thoufand of them traverfed 
the morafs, and fled into the coui\try of the 
Temirgois, ip the Naurus, behind the liver 
Cuban i but being purfued, they abandoned 
their immenfe herds of cattle, and removed 
to a greater diftance. The booty confifted 
of about thirty thoufand horfes, forty thou- 
fand horned cattle, and above two hundred 
thoufand fheep. 

Suworow, who was in the middle of the 
line, made a junftion with Lieutenant- 
Colonel Lefchtewitfch, infpedlor-general of 
the Nogays.. Here he was informed, that 
Taw Sultan Murfa hafl juft been plotting ^ 
new cpnfpiracy. This Murfa, governor of 
the young fultan, who was nephew to Schaini 
Gheray, was d^firous of raifing his pupil to 
the dignity of Khan, and had already been 
^:he frequent iinftigator of revolts. The 
confpiracy foon biroke out, and kafankaMVM 
the watchword, they adopted. They packed 
04 up 
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up their kiiih (tents), placed the whole on 
carriages, together with the leaft of their 
children, and drove their cattle befoi*e them, 
having, previous to their departure, maf-. 
facred the Ruffians who had been left to 
watch them, and who were unable to fave 
themfelves by flight. The troops of the 
cordon, who were the neareft, haflened to 
attack them, but were obliged to retreat 
from the inferiority of their numbers. Taw 
Sultan attacked Jay, at the head of a few 
thoufand men, and though repulfed with 
lofs, continued his march towards the river 
Cuban, and collefted the reft of the Nogays, 
as alfo fome of the chiefs of thofe who had 
continued faithful; and, among the reft, 
Halli Eifendi, with his wife, • whom he car- 
ried away, Moft of the faithful Tartars en- 
camped in the environs of Jay* 

In Auguft> Suworow ^ffembled his troops 
in one body, near Kopyl, and caufed bar- 
racks to be prepared for the approaching 
' ' winter 
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winter quarters. At the end of the month, 
the Tartar made an attack beyond the Cu- 
ban with ten thoufand men; and traverfed 
the wilds to fall upon Jay, where a fufficient 
garrifon had been left. They attacked the 
iiitrenchments, during three following days> 
with fo much impetuosity, that they loft 
four hundred men, and had two hundred 
taken prifoners in a fally. They then took 
to flight, but were able to carry off feveral 
of their men who had remained behind. 

In the courfe of September, Prince Pb- 
temkin, generaliffimo of all the forces, or- 
dered Suworow to arreft Schain Gheray, at 
Tamann, t6 put his'coi-ps into winter-quar- 
ters on the Don, aAd to put an end to the 
operation he intended to undertake againft 
the Nogajrs. 

The firft of thefe meafures did not take 
place. Suworow had already left Kopyl when 
^e orders arrived, and was under cover in a 

wood 
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wood two miles from that place. Major-* 
General Jelagin was then at Teman with 
Colonel Holle* To him Suworow immedi- 
gitely difpatched a courrier, who, paffing the 
p.ight at Kopyl, where he was to be joined 
by the neceflary efcort, was obliged to wait 
till the next day, becaufe General Philippow 
was in bed, and had given orders that he 
fliould not be difturbed. This general gavf 
the courier an efcort of about thirty Cofiacs, 
who were cut to pieces on the road, by 
above a hundred Abafcians, and the courier 
w« obliged to return* Ifaiow, colonel of a re- 
giment of Coffees, was ordered, with the 
i]*m«ft hafte, to join Jelagin, near Teman^ 
and he accordingly i^t forward on the 
march. 

In the night, previous to his arrival, 
Schaim Gheray was informed of the fate 
which thregit^ned him, and, having with* him 
a numerous body of inen, fpeedily ijiounted 
his horfe, ajid, tpgether with his people^ 

haflened 



haftened to.the banks of th^ Cuban, v/hich 
15. but two miles from tlience, where he 
found fome-.^oats, which Jelagin had not 
rejnqved J he knowing nothing of the proje61:> 
wd haying always been treated with polite- 
xiefs by Shaim Gheray. Jejagin and Jfaiow 
purfued him ; but he had already pafled the 
Rver. In -vain they called after him, but he 
anfwered their folicitations with exci^le^r, and 
rj?tired into Circaflia. 

The detachment, appointed for the expedi- 
tion on the left bank of the Cuban, confift- 
ed of fixteen companies of infantry, in four 
platoons, each.of which had two light field- 
pieces, fixteen fquadron of dragoons, with 
the fame number of pieces of artillery, and 
four regiments of Coffacs. The Command- 
ing OfB^cer Iloweifki was ordered to march 
direftly towards the Cuban, with twelve re- 
giments of Cofiacs, each five hundred men 
Itron^, and to make a junction with Suwo- 
row at an appointed time and place. 

This 
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This corps had performed a march of thir- 
ty miles. They afcended the* right bank of 
the Cuban, alwayi advancing' by night, and 
in the day time halting in- the woods. They 
proceeded in the greateft filence, and without 
fignals, becaufe the Circaflians had ftrong 
piquets on the left banks, and they were 
anxious to avoid difcovery. For the fame 
reafon, Suworow having before met a Turk* 
ifh meffenger from Sutfchuk, replied to hia 
enquiries : " It is a, fmall detachment, which 
" remained behind, and which I am con- 
** du6ling to the corps of Caucafus," 

The Grand Quarter-Mafter Foedorow wa» 
on' horfeback in the van, and as there was 
no road along the bank, he pofted two Cof- 
facs at every quarter of a league as guides. 
When they arrived oppofite to the country 
occupied by the Attukays, on- the left bank, 
they found fo little wood, that they could not 
conceal their march. The river, too, was 
very narrow in that part, ai^d the Attukays 

6rd 



fired acrofs it, both with mu/kets and bowi^ 
and arrows. They did not, however, much 
annoy the Ruffian?, who were careful not 
to anfwer their fire. Towards noon, Su-, 
WQfow fent for. the Sev^^who commanded 
there, and.feverely repj'imanded him for this 
Condu6l 5 and the Bey diipcrfedthe offenders 
by driving them away with whips. As to 
the dcflination. , of the troops, the fame ex- 
planation was given to the . Bey: as to the 
l^urkifh .meflenger from Sutfchuk. 

At length, the corps approached the river 
Laba, which arifes in Mount Caucafus, .in 
the provijice of Cuban. Here they met with 
no more wo6li, and the troops concealed 
themielves,- by. encamping in hollows; but, 
were not molefted by any enemy what-' 

' ' ' ' ' '. • 

Not far from, the bank were ibme hills of' 

confiderable height. Suworbw afcended them, 

' and perceived feme Nogays making hay; and 

when

when he faw the diftarit 6nbke of tlieir 
fires, he was fully confirmed in the infofnii- 
tiori he had received, that' this was the place 
wherfe the Nogay Tartars were eiicaiiiped. 
The Ruffians halted during the diy; ' lit the' 
afternoon, Iloweitlk, the commandirig oflicer 
on the Don, joined them, according to app'bint-? 
ment,' with his twelve regiments of Coflkcs, 
and atdufk thfey marched towards the right 
baiik of the Cubdtt, which' m'^^'that^^art' i^* 
flat, and covered with fine forefts. On th6t 
arrival the moon fhone very bright. 

In this place the Cuban is a full qilarter 
of . a mile broad, and as tljey had no pon- 
toons, they pfrepared to forid,' of fwim. acrols 
it, and fent forward fomc Cbflacs to find out 
the fordable 'pairts. TKe infantry' ftripped 
themfelvcs, and forded the river naked, car- 
rying their arms and cartouch boxes on 
their heads,' being frequently up* to tHeir 
fboulders in water. The cavalry took the 
clothes of the Infantiy on the cruppers of the 

horfes> 
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liorfes, and carried the ammnnitioii tWo by 
two, that the powder might not be wsttfed. 
Thus they paiTed the rivet, inr companies and 
in fquadrons i the horfe croffing fomewiilt 
higher, to break the force of the currelit. - lii 
the middle of the ftream was a fpacious 
ifland, where they halted for a fhort time, 
when, in the fame order, they gained 
the left batik, which thiey found very fteeji, 
and covered with rocks. Evefi the Coffacs 
had great iiifficUlty to get oil /hore oriholfe- 
back, and above all the dragoons, who carried 
the ammunition ; and it required great la- 
bour to hoift up the artillery, and the reft of 
the • baggage; vsdth ropes. ; The infaialry 
climbed up, and dreffed themfelves> but the 
J)anks were fo full of rocks, that th<y could 
fcaitely mak^ ufe of the intrenching took 
which they had brought with themi^ . 

All being now ia. order, they began to 
march.. Having proceeded nearly a mile, 
they came to a-morafs, which it was n^ccf- 

far 
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fary to pafs. They afccnded the right baiilc 
of the Laba, and having proceeded another, 
mile, the van guard met a patrole, whom 
they made prifoners, and who ferved them 
as guides. 

The next morning they furprized the No- 
gays. The Coffacs, whofe country on the 
Dqu that nation had formerly ravaged, now 
took the moft dreadful revenge. The maf- 
facre continued till noon. This event took 
place near an old ruined caftle, in the neigh* 
bourhood of Kermentfchuk. 

After halting an hour, they advanced two 
miks farther. When they arrived at the fo- 
reft of Farifch, which extends as fa|- as Mount 
Caucafus, the RufTians attacked ' the ^ft of 
the Nogay Tartars. The engagement was 
as vigorous as that of the morning, though 
many Tartars took to flight as foon as they 
were informed of this fudden attack. But 
tbe Termigois and the Nawrus, in whofei 

country 



Cdttiitry this aftion happened, and who de- 
fended the Nogays/ fufiered a eonfiderable 
lofs. The prince of the Nawrus was killed, 
ind his daaghtcr led. away captive;' 

• The light troops fought on both binfcs of 
the Laba. The engagement continued until 
the evening, when the vifbDrious array re*- 
pofed in the field of battle^ Which was in aplain $ 
and the next day purfued the enemy to. a 
diftance of fome miles, though without being . 
able to overtake them. The conquerors re*- 
turned on the following day, and repafled 
the Cuban. 

Fi*om the time of Mamay, of whom wfc 
have ^ken above, and who was defeated by 
Demerius Donfkoy^ the Nogays had never 
been fo feverely handled as oh this ocicafioii, 
which happened on the ift of 06i:ober* la 
the two battles, about four thoufand.peribns> 
men and womeUi remained upon the field of 
battle, which extended a mile and a half 
along their tents* The Coflacs> according to

When therlliifiians.xdahifid :ter.:th^ 
bank of the Cuban, the commanding officer 
Uow'etiki retaraed wijtfe hia tropj^toWjrds 
tibc Don. At that time, the tiOop« hadalf- 
ready fefc oS for Ropyil to go into vrinter 
quarters in tibie iim)^ cantooL ^gjHts^^f to 
their orders. The corps detached from S»r 
worow.did the &me, aihd that gumtral re**- 
taincd only a few tompaoaea of the^ infaolryj 
two. pieces of cannon*, d fijuadron of d^a^ 
goons, and a regiment of Coffacs,.with ^\»ch 
he marched acrofs the wilds to the for- 
4ref& of Jay. He had above forty German 
miles to go, and more than ten rivers t6 
•prpfft. . Ift fording thefe^ his trocps^were fire- 
,<|\^ntj:y up. to their rticdk in water,' and were 
obliged, to throw bridges over the deep^ 
.channels. The want of wood obliged them 
make theft bridges of reeds, and turf, which 
iafled at the utmoft but four-and-twenty 
. ^ . hours; 



hours ; ' as - the^current deftroyed them j and 
when the troops did not make hafte to^ 
pafe, it became neeeffary to make others; 
Some Tartars, who afted as gmdes acrofs 
ibfi wikjs, dire6ted their inarch too much ta 
the northward, which caufed them to make 
jl falfe march of ten miles. At length their 
provifions began to foil them 5 and, dn the 
laft day, were entirely confumed.

V At tile end of Oftober, they arrived at fort 
Jay, where Suworow made the neceffary dif"-^ 
pofitioQS. There had always been a fufficient; 
pumber of men in the caftle and fort of Jay, 
becauic the chiefs of the Nogay hordes were 
there under the infpeftion of Lieutenant-Co- 
Ipnel Le&hkewitfhi and after the feparation 
^ the Seralkier, Arftan Qheray, his fucceflbr, 
Hallil Effendi, governor-general of the 
Tartjo: tribes which had remained behind, 
encamped ki. the heiglibourhood. 

p 2 When, 
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When Suworow arrived, he paid fome 
vifits, and particularly to his friend Murfa 
Bey, prince of the Tfchamberluks, who was 
a venerable old man. He had not yet re- 
covered the wound in his neck; but was 
highly gratified to fee Suworow in good 
health. He embraced him with tears in his 
eyes, and called him his fon. 

Suworow did not ftay many days. In the 
beginning of November, he went by Azof to 
St. Demetrius, leaving, as a garrifon in the 
caftle, a company of grenadiers, one of fuli- 
leers, and a regiment of Coflacs. There 
were twelve pieces of cannon in the fort. 

Except Taw Sultan and a few others, al- 
moft all thofe who had fled towards the left 
l^ankofthe Cuban, wrote to Suworow with 
white flags, confefUng their error, and pro- 
miffing that in the fpring they would return 
to their former pofitions, which many of 
them actually did. 

n The 
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The Ruffians, after their departure from 
that country, being much difperfed, were at- 
tacked throughout the winter by the Cir- 
caffians, and efpecially by the pagans of 
Abafcia. Many of the Ruffians were killed, 
and others carried off and fold as flaves in 
Natolia. At length, however, they affembled 
in greater numbers, and put themfelves in a 
ftate of defence. 

^ Among the Tartars who returned, was 
the ci-devant Hallil EfFendi, who had pre- 
fented himfclf with fome of his followers be* 
fore the end of the autunuit 

There are at prcfent on the north coaft of 
the fea of Azof, about three thoufand kibiks, 
or families of thefe Tartars, each family, or 
Idbik, confifting of four or five perfons. 
After their emigration from Beflarabia into 
the wilds of Cuban, there remained about 
one thoufand families under the protedlion 
of the Turks, and on the left bank of the 

p 3 Caban, 
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Cuban, m the wilds of Attukay, nearly one 
ifecmlknd more ; whom Bajazel Murfe pro*- 
iM^d to remove to join the reft. Several of 
their families became poor in confequ^hC6of 
changing their refidente, the length <)f their 
jbutttey having obliged them to iibatidon 
tbeir cattte, in which the whole wealth of 
<hefe " w^andering nations . coniifts , or to part 
-jvith them for very inconfiderablepriGes. 

In^the ^courfe c^ the atrtumn, the plague 
instflefome ravafges at Cherfon, and fprcad as 
feras tht-feoti. JtcontinnedtillChriftmasi 
but fuch precautions were tafcen^ ^an Hot 
more than a hundred perfons fell viftims to 
\t 6h the liariks ^f *he Don, of whom -not 
*ri€^thii'd wei*e foMiers. 

' 'BttW6r6fw paffed ihe winter at St. Demc^^ 
triUs, whfeiie'the chiefe of the Tartars who 
irtttiamfecl behind, and 'with whom he was 
t>h frietidly terms, frequently vifited him; 
Mtifia -Bey had now- i-ecovered frofli his 
t ' 10 . ^ ' wound. 
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wotmd. Mechmcd ficy, the cTiirf ^ thi 
Godiflans, often jdsed ^ith -him at tafcle,^Mt 
Iris bring ftill inclined to marry^ «nd Sti^ 
worow one day aiking Mm whdtber he vas 
feriotis, Muria Bey repfied with much liixq)U'^ 
city, " MechmedBeyis rightj'^andimmediatety 
requeft the general to make him a prefent of a 
J)datiti#ul Tartar girl of fi^(jen years of itge, 
jvhomiie wiftied to marry. Suworow bought 
^ young .Tartar flave of a Goffac for one 
hundred rabies, and fent her to Muffa fiey, 
who accordingly married her. . He lived fdfiie 
JSirears,aftBi''this tranfaftioii, and died at th« 
age of a htmdred atid tight years j having 
almoft reachfed the ^e of A ttila, king of the 
Huns. He retained the.ufes of his faculties 
till the laift, except that his eyes could fcarce- 
ly bear the light. 'He was -a man of a ftrong 

f- foinplexipn, almoftconftandy on horfeback; 

imd, notwithftanding his great age, an excel- 

i lent companion. He was very muchattach- 

d^ to cleanlinefs, but defpifed all luxury. He 
was faithful in his friendlhips;^ and the friend of 

the 
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the poor, and his greateft pleafure was to be 
their benefaftor. He was a great eater, and 
at meals drank pijre fago brandy. His fer* 
vants took him from table, and carried him 
to bed like a prince. Suworow regarded him 
with great efteem and attachment. 

The ci-divant Khan Schaim Gheray, who 
had fled towards the left bank of the Cuban, 
returned in the fpring of 1 784, into the Crima, 
by Taman and Jenikala, and fet off for Wo-i- 
ronitfch, which was the place of his deftina^ 
tion. He pafled fome years in Ruflia, and 
afterwards returned. The Turks received 
him at.Chotzim in a manner fuited to the 
dignity of a Khan. He then went to Con* 
ftantinople, but was not permitted to enter 
that city, and was fent into banifliment at 
Rhodes, where he was put to death in the 
moft perfidious manner. According to tht 
laws of Turkey, he could not be condemned 

to 
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to death ; the Khans, and all the defcendahts 
of Gcngis, being expreflly excepted from all 
capital punifhments -, but it was alleged, as 
a pretext, that he was no longer Khan, 
fmce he had voluntarily abandoned that 
dignity. 

In the fummer of the fame year, 1784, 
Suworow left the Nogays, and fet off for 
Mofcow. He had gained their friendfhip, 
and they had great reliance on his promifes. 
But unfortunately this confidence could not 
be mutual ; for no dependence can be placed 
on thofe nations, who are all equally incon- 
ftant with the reft of the Nomades, and 
know no law but their own will. Their 
conduft is determined by books of predic- 
tions, or dreams; which, with them, are 
fufficient motives for violating the moft fo- 
lemn engagements*
